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PILGRIM TRUST, AND A MORAL 


HE decline in the value of money is a cause of serious embarrassment to 

many charitable institutions, especially those depending on fixed-interest 
endowments. The National Trust, for example, must hold its properties for 
ever, but endowments which in many cases were formerly sufficient are now 
inadequate. Even Chequers, presented to the nation and, as it seemed, liberally 
endowed between the wars by the late Lord Lee of Fareham, now needs a 
large grant from the State for its running and maintenance. 

It is encouraging to find an exception to this gloomy state of affairs. The 
twenty-eighth annual report, 1958, of the Pilgrim Trust, recently published, 
records that the value of the original endowment handed over by the former 
Edward Stephen Harkness, on September 5, 1930, was £2,072, 882. Since then 
only a few small gifts and legacies, amounting to a total of £2,754, have been 
added to the fund, yet at December 31, 1958, the investments of the Trust 
had a market value of £4,080,279. This relatively satisfactory increase is 


largely due to the founder’s foresight in granting to the trustees absolute 
discretion in the choice of investments, enabling them to offset to a substantial 
degree the decline in the value of fixed-interest investments through purchases 
of a wide range of equities on both sides of the Atlantic. 


Here is a useful 
reminder to any wealthy person or concern of benevolent intentions. 

During the past twenty-eight years the Pilgrim Trustees have been able to 
vote £3,326,150 in grants towards the preservation of ancient buildings, the 
purchase of works of art, books and manuscripts, the repair and cataloguing 
of historical records, to social welfare, and, particularly before the passing 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, to the safeguarding of the countryside 
from desecration. 

As a result of social and economic developments, however, the trustees have 
withdrawn since the war almost entirely from the field of social welfare and 
concentrated their resources on the restoration of historic buildings, and helping 
to fill the gap created by the virtual elimination through high taxation of the 
private patronage of art and learning. Further, the task of repairing and 
maintaining of buildings of outstanding interest having itself been considerably 
lightened by the passing of the Historic Buildings and Ancient Monuments 
Act, the trustees have in recent years devoted an increased proportion of their 
income to the assistance of hard-pressed learned bodies, their museums, 
libraries and publications—to what good purpose is well shown in the present 
report. 

Nevertheless, substantial help has been given towards the preservation of 
many fine old buildings, including Bury St. Edmunds Cathedral, Eton College 
Chapel, St. Monan’s Church, Fife, Arbuthnott Church, Kincardineshire, the 
Gwydir Chapel, Llanrwst, Denbighshire, No. 20 Portman-square, London 
(Home House, by Robert Adam), the House of St. Barnabas, Soho, with its 
remarkably fine staircase (which is illustrated), Brodick Castle, Isle of Arran, 
Denny House, Hurstpierpoint, Sussex, a fine mansion of the Elizabethan period 
(also illustrated), Lord Leycester Hospital, Warwick, the Hospital of the Holy 
Trinity, Aylesford, Kent, Becket’s Palace, West Tarring, Sussex, the Barbican, 
Plymouth, and other works of architectural interest. The distribution of grants 
in 1958 was as follows: Preservation (ecclesiastical and secular buildings), 
£81,261; Art and learning, £88,509; Social Welfare, £20,550—a total of 
£190,320. 

The report, issued from Millbank House, 2 Great Peter-street, Westminster, 
SW1, fully maintains its customary high level of production and quality of 
literary and pictorial interest. We in this country have good reason to be 
grateful for the generosity and wisdom of Edward Harkness. His foresight 
in allowing discretion in the choice of investments has enabled the Trust

virtually to double the value of its capital and to increase the income available 


for distribution. 


As the report points out, the Trust’s resources are small when measured 
against needs on a national scale, and therefore the apparent tendency of 
industrial and commercial firms to become more and more the patrons of art 


and learning is welcome. 


In view of the risk inherent in fixed-interest endow- 


ments, it is to be hoped that all who may be thinking of following Harkness’s 
example in benevolence may also emulate his foresight in finance. 


Notes of the Week 


Publicity v. Advertising 

LETTER from a Northern architect, 

Mr. Houghton, which was considered 
by the Architects Registration Council at 
its last meeting (see ‘The Builder’ of 
October 23, p. 485) raises once more the 
question, admittedly a knotty one, of how 
publicity for architecture is to be achieved 
without advertising architects. The point 
on which Mr. Houghton takes issue was 
the appearance of an architect on a recent 
‘Panorama’ TV programme in which, in 
interview, he gave his views on the RIBA- 
Ideal Home Magazine small house com- 
petition. This, feels Mr. Houghton, is 
against the principles of architects’ insti- 
tutes and makes nonsense of the fact that 
architects are not allowed to advertise or 
tout for work. Architects, he thinks, 
should be required to observe the same 
anonymity on the air as is required of 
doctors.

UNTIL THE DAY ARRIVES, and it may not 
be very near, when the building public 
naturally turns to the architectural profes- 
sion for all its new building, architects 
will be most unwise if they refuse any 
legitimate opportunity of advancing the 
profession’s claims to give service, 





whether this be offered by TV, sound 
broadcasting, lectures or by articles in the 
Press. This view is shared by the Registra- 
tion Council which some time ago decided 
that ‘there is no objection to radio or 
television broadcasts on architectural sub- 
jects generally or on an architect’s own 
work provided that the programme is un- 
solicited and that the architect takes care 
not to offer his services, avoids self- 
advertisement and has regard to his 
responsibility to the profession.” In the 
case in question the Council is satisfied 
that the architect who appeared on the 
programme did commend collectively the 
winning designs of the competition but 
did not advertise himself or any other 
individual architect. The line that divides 
publicity and advertising is, without 
doubt, a fine one; and for this reason 
needs keeping under constant review. 
This, perhaps, is the justification for Mr. 
Houghton’s letter of complaint.

He has 
held junior offices at the Foreign Office, 
the Commonwealth Relations Office and, 
since January, 1957, the Scottish Office.

WELL-EARNED PROMOTION has befallen 
Mr. J. R. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government.

He is regarded as one 
of the bright young men of the Conserva- 
tive Party and his appointment is not 
a matter for surprise. 
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Both Houses of Parliament opened the 
new session on Tuesday with debates on 
the Queen’s Speech. 


Mr. Molson’s Departure 


Mr. HuGH MOLson’s departure from 
Ministerial ranks will be widely regretted. 
He is interested in the building industry 
and was tireless in the task of finding 
out about it at first-hand. His tenure of 
office as Minister of Works will be chiefly 
remembered for his courage in bringing 
about a return to the principle of fixed- 
price tendering for most Government 
contracts—a lead which a large number 
of local authorities have followed. Mr. 
Molson’s estimation of the situation— 
that in the event the risks to the con- 
tractor in giving a hard price were not 
anything like what the Jeremiahs had 
feared—was remarkably accurate. 

Less has been heard of the departing 
Minister’s second ambition—to encourage 
the industry to set up its own information 
service. Due in part to the RIBA Presi- 
dent’s visit to Africa, in part due to Mr. 
Molson’s car accident in the summer, the 
expected conference of building profes- 
sions and industrial institutions has not 
yet been called, and the proposal may 
now die a natural death, though it is 
bound to be revived in some form. 


Sarger in London 


ANYONE who saw the French Pavilion 
at the Brussels Exhibition, more especi- 
ally the structural form before the clad- 
dings were added, must have felt that its 

designer had a 
lively, unconven- 
tional mind. Lon- 
don had an oppor- 
tunity both to see 
and to hear him on 
Tuesday last when 
the Cement and 
Concrete Associa- 
tion (which has 
already put the 
British building 
industry in its debt 
by bringing over such architect-engineers 
as Nervi and Felix Candela) arranged for 
him to lecture in Friends’ House. René 
Sarger is architect as well as engineer, 
training at the Beaux Arts and the Ecole 
Polytechnique, and his lecture (which we 
shall hope to report at a later date) showed 
that he is an enthusiast for exciting con- 
crete shapes and unusual means of creat- 
ing them; some of his buildings shown on 
the screen gave visual evidence of this, 
in particular the Royan church and his 
cathedral at Algiers. Other projects were 
the Nanterre covered market, still to be 
built, and multi-storeyed flats for which 
he has designed new types of formwork.

IR,—Sir Winston Churchill, speaking 
at Churchill College, Cambridge, 
recently, said “We must depend for our 
survival on our brains, on skilled minds 
that are at least proportionately equal to 
those in the United States and in Russia.’ 
Are we as a country to demonstrate these 
sentiments by building a bridge 20 years 
out of date ? 

As an architect I know that I voice the 
feelings of my contemporary fellows when 
I say that 1 am shocked and utterly dis- 
illusioned to discover that our Government 
could go through with a scheme which must, 
in this atomic age, be the laughing stock of 
the whole country and of our visitors from 
all over the world who will pass over and 
beneath this bridge. 

Much as we all respect and admire the 
work of the late Sir Edwin Lutyens, we 
must recognise the fact that his 20-year-old 
design is not in harmony with the spirit of 
economy of our time. It is to be hoped that 
even at this eleventh hour Mr. Marples— 
himself, I believe, an engineer—will bring 
reason and practical common sense to bear 
upon this vital and urgent problem. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission is said 
to have approved the design. Can the 
Ministry of Transport categorically state that 
this approval was given by the present Royal 
Fine Art Commission, or was it approved 
by one which sat twenty years ago? This 
question cannot remain unanswered.

Direct Labour and John Citizen 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—If, as Mr. Davison says (The 
Builder of October 23), I have a very 
hazy idea as to just how the accounts of 
departments of a local authority are made 
up, I hope he will forgive me for thinking 
that he seems to have a very hazy idea 
of the implications of the measurement 
for the final account of an orthodox 
building contract. Are we to understand 
that a local authority relies on the 
Borough Treasurer or the Government 
Auditor to measure the actual against

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estimated cost of a contract in progress, 
or adjust the final account for measured 
extras and variations? This I suggest is 
the function of a trained measuring sur- 
veyor, and I doubt frankly whether local 
authorities even employ such men. Why 
should they? Once they have given them. 
selves the contract it becomes a cost con- 
tract: what it costs is what is paid. 

Allocating costs between departments of 
a local authority may ensure that each pays 
its share, but it certainly does not measure 
efficiency or economy, nor does it prove that 
value is being received for the_money spent 
by the department. Where, then, is the 
check which Mr. Davison refers to? I am 
grateful to him, however, for putting me 
right about the employment of private 
quantity surveyors. Perhaps he will tell me 
which local authority employs a private 
quantity surveyor on the accounts of its own 
direct labour department? A discussion with 
such a person would be of value. 


Many who lead a sheltered existence miss 
two of the main points of contention in this 
matter of direct labour. The first is that 
selective competitive tendering is a Teason- 
able safeguard to the ratepayers, and the 
second, that if the local authority produced 
a yearly trading account showing the state 
of each contract, with a true comparison of 
actual against estimated costs, there would 
be much less ground for complaint.

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EXHIBITION 
OF YUGOSLAV 
ARCHITECTURE 


YUGOSLAVIA, in spite of being 
a long distance from Britain, 
conjures up immediate thoughts of 
wine, partisans and both unpro- 
nounceable and unspellable names 
to many people. To anyone with an 
interest in modern architecture, it 
has been a country to remember 
since the late thirties and it would be 
a sad state of affairs if there were 
absymal ignorance of Yugoslav 
architecture today. 

Such a situation was suggested 
when HE the Yugoslav Ambassador 
was introduced and asked to open 


the exhibition of Modern Yugoslavian 
Architecture at The Building Centre 
recently (the exhibition will remain 
open until November 6). 

Absolute creative freedom, one 
was told, is available to Yugoslav 
architects and, it would appear from 
the photographs depicting a wide 
variety of buildings, that this is 
indeed a fact and not just a dream. 
The work displayed is of high 
standard throughout and still of 
great interest are a few photographs 
of buildings of the 1930's alongside 
considerably more of the post-war 
period. In the catalogue, buildings 
are described as * objects’ and if 
the dictionary definition of that word 
is taken as ‘ concrete realities ’ then 
what a good description it is. 
Materialistically, timber has its place 
and the understanding of landscape 
has a marked influence on the finished

result but the just use of concrete is 
the predominant factor. 

Invidious, possibly, to make a 
selection but the Beograd Bachelors’ 
Home (Slobodan Tomic) built in 
1956 is even more successful than 
the similar well-known block at 
Ljubljana, erected 1954 (Edo 
Mihevc). A new hotel at Plitvice 
(Marijan Haberle) should attract a 
large number of architect tourists 
among its guests now that photo- 
graphs are available. The simplicity 
of the hostages’ graveyard at Begunje 
(Edvard Ravnikar), with the triangu- 
lar-shaped stone blocks of varying 
heights, is one of the most effetive 
memorials ever devised (1950).

PATTERNS OF ARCHITECTURE IN INDIA 


The Search for a Modern Idiom 


From a Correspondent 


INCE she has emerged as an inde- 

pendent world power India has been 
faced with several tasks the success of 
which will enable her to build up her 
economy to a standard nearing equality 
with the countries of the West. One of 
the country’s pressing problems is the 
evolution of an architectural form that 
will synthesise the great traditions of the 
past with the needs of today. 

In an article in the Indian Press 
recently, Promod Chandra, an authority 
on Indian architecture, has attempted to 
show which way architecture in India is 
going. Modern India, he says, is, theoreti- 
cally, an inheritor to a really fine tradi- 
tion in architecture. As early as 2,000 B.c. 
parts of India had a fully developed civil 
architectural tradition, especially the great 
cities of the Indus Valley civilisation. 

Here everything was carefully thought 
out and almost starkly functional. The 
plans of these cities showed buildings for 





Two new buildings in Chandigarh, the new 


human habitation, factory areas, cheap 
housing for labourers and an elaborate 
system of drainage. Under the impact of 
Islamic influence and until recent times a 
fresh style was evolved which continued, 
in a way, traditional design. Decay set 
in just before the 19th century and co- 
incided with the general decline of taste, 
noticeable in the richer classes, with the 
introduction of the European influence. 
This influence was quite chaotic in its 
impact and is noticeable, says Promod 
Chandra, not only in the tawdry forms 
of what is called ‘Company’ architecture 
but also in the 19th century additions to 
the great palaces of Rajasthan. 
Towards the turn of the century Euro- 
pean influence reached its greatest pro- 
portions and there was a wholesale im- 
portation of architectural styles from 
abroad. Victorian architecture with its 
medley of out-of-date Romanesque, 
Gothic and Renaissance forms was now 


capital of the Punjab : 
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transferred to India where it was out of 
place in addition to being out of date. 
The acid adjoinder made by Promod 
Chandra is that these forms lacked not 
only architectural merit but that by the 
time they reached India they were copies 
of a copy, the originals of which were 
constructed about 500 years ago in 
response to the stimulus of an environ- 
ment and climate that had no resemblance 
to conditions in India. 

‘We have thus,’ says the writer, ‘ most 
extraordinary constructions with high 
temple roofs in cities where there is no 
snow, railway stations in a bizarre Gothic 
with masses of bad and irrelevant sculp- 
ture, and dwelling houses in affected 
Renaissance style, ugly to look at and 
uncomfortable to live in.’ 

Little wonder that there was a reaction 
to a more indigenous form of design 
inspired by the Mughal and other styles 
of Indian architecture. The results were 
little better and buildings like the Prince 
of Wales Museum and the General Post 
Office in Bombay inspired by the achieve- 
ments of the Bijapur architects of the 
17th century are as ill-conceived in rela- 
tion to the function they are supposed to 
perform as is the Victoria terminus rail- 
way station. The capital city of New 
Delhi, planned and built under Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, was the most ambitious attempt 
of this movement and to many it seems 
to have ended in complete failure. 

Needless to say the work of the con- 
temporary architect is an uphill climb. 
Many problems have to be solved, added 
to which are the complexities of modern 
times. Architectural planning, says 
Promod Chandra, is in a state of flux. 
No suitable idiom has been developed. 
In keeping with trends in other arts, par- 
ticularly painting, a style is developing in 
India that is international and cosmo- 
politan in outlook and can only be re- 
ferred to as ‘modern architecture.” The 
principles that inspire it are on the whole 
quite sound; adaptation to function and 
respect for the nature of the material 
being always insisted upon. 

It is, however, open to question 
whether the majority of the buildings 
constructed in India in the modern style 
have even seriously sought to be func- 
tional apart from the question of actual

achievement. Very often, what prompts 
the construction of buildings in the 
modern style is the same attitude that 
resulted in the construction of Gothic or 
Mughal buildings in the India of the twen- 
tieth century, that is, the architectural 
forms of a particular period or place are 
merely imitated without any attempt to 
understand their relevance to the existing 
context. 

To many people in India modern archi- 
tecture is synonymous with the apartment 
houses built in Bombay during the past 
25 years. These buildings sprang up in 
great numbers in order to meet the in- 
creasing demands for the housing for a 
rapidly growing urban population and the 
style, if it can be so called, reached its 
culmination in the great rows of houses 
that line Marine Drive in Bombay for 
a length of at least two miles. The build- 
ings have their importance in a study of 
contemporary architecture in India, inas- 
much as they draw attention to the 
importance of open spaces, good ventila- 


tion and economical utilisation of living 
space. 

The new city of Chandigarh, capital of 
the Punjab, planned by such eminent 
architects as M. Le Corbusier, E. Maxwell 
Fry, Jane Drew and Mr. P. L. Verma 
deserves special mention because it repre- 
sents one of the very few attempts at 
tackling the problem of contemporary 
architecture in a thoughtful and straight- 
forward way. Here Le Corbusier’s ideas 
on architecture have been given full play. 
As he said at the time, this was his first 
chance to design an entire project from 
scratch. His keen, almost ‘ divine’ con- 
cept of the project took the form of a 
symphony, the parts making it up con- 
sisting of air, light, sun, foliage, spaces, 
silence, intimacy, liberty and beauty. In 
civic architecture he wanted a harmony 
of man’s essential functions—living, 
working, and cultivation of body, spirit 
and mind. 

Posed with a certain set of conditions, 
the architects tried to devise an appro-

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priate solution. Whether they succeeded 
or not is another question. But, con- 
cludes Promod Chandra, what is certainly 
of significance is that a great attempt at 
grappling with difficulties in a rational 
manner was made. 


ORGANISATION OF SITES 
Important New BRS Study 


HE Building Research Station has 
recently carried out a project on 
behalf of the European Productivity 
Agency concerning the organisation of 
building work. The Review of National 
Building Studies, Special Report No. 29, 
* Organisation of Building Sites’ (HMSO, 
price 21s.), gives the results of an inter- 
national study carried out in nine Euro- 
pean countries by R. C. Sansom, 
BSc(Eng), AMICE. 

The object of the study has been to obtain 
information on all aspects of building 
administration and methods in order to 
encourage the wider use of modern manage- 
ment techniques. Organisation of work on 
the site and the associated head office func- 
tions have been investigated and recorded in 
great detail. The great majority of the 
information on organisation has been 
obtained from visits to the central offices 
and sites of the 23 firms participating in the 
project. 

The organisation structure of each of the 
firms represented is shown diagrammatically 
and includes administrative, clerical and 
technical staff from the level of the * work- 
ing director’ or general manager down to 
and including site supervisors and site 
clerical staff, but excluding trade foremen. 

The following aspects of organisation are 
included in the study: Liaison with Archi- 
tects and Engineers, Methods of Super- 
vision, the relation between Site and Head 
Office, Sub-Contracting, | Mechanisation, 
Planning, Programming and Progressing, 
Incentive Payments, Cost Control, co-opera- 
tion with materials suppliers on deliveries, 
full employment of labour, full use of Plant 
and Equipment, Safety Precautions and Wel 
fare Facilities for Operatives, the reduction 
of materials losses, the reduction of over- 
head costs, problems arising from site lay- 
out, transport facilities and sequence of 
development on sites. 

One particularly interesting section 
describes various ways of providing manage- 
ment with detailed cos: and output analyses 
from site records. The purposes of such 
analyses are, firstly, to show what parts of 
a job are making or losing money relative 
to the estimated expenditure, and, secondly, 
to be of use in preparing future estimates, 
programmes of work or incentives targets. 

It is interesting to note that in the great 
majority of firms visited some sort of incen- 
tive payment was made, and there was evi- 
dence to indicate that the right incentive 
system properly applied could encourage 
good productivity and generally contribute 
to efficient building. , 

The publication of this report, with its 
extensive and detailed information which is 
generously illustrated, will be of great 
value to the building industry as it shows 
the extent to which rational organisation of 
the site can influence building costs.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY, Dalston 


FOR HACKNEY BOROUGH COUNCIL

HIS new public library in Dalston for the Borough Council of Hackney, was opened in July this year and 

replaces the previous library which was destroyed during the war. During the intervening period a library 
service was provided under restricted conditions in temporary premises, although as many as 220,000 books 
were issued in a given year. The present site, on the corner of Woodland-street and Dalston-lane, was acquired 
by the Council in 1950 for the sum of £6,700. The main building fronting on to Dalston-lane is two storeyed, 
with main entrance and adult public library at ground floor and children’s library at first floor. Entrance to 
the children’s library is from Woodland-street, and links the main building with a single-storey wing. This 
contains staff rooms and a small meeting hall with a film projection room. At the rear of the premises, and 
sheltered by the two wings, are paved terraces and a lawn for sitting out and reading with access direct from 
the adult library and by external staircase from the children’s library. The adult library has shelving space 
for 8,000 books, and seating for 30 persons. The children’s library contains 5,000 books and seating for 
20 children. A meeting space is provided at one end for story telling, and a workroom with shelving for a 
further 2,500 books. An electric book lift from ground floor is provided. The main wing has reinforced 
concrete framework, floors, roof and staircases, and the single-storey wing is constructed of load-bearing 
brickwork. The structural members are clad externally in artificial stone, with infill panels of facing brick. 
Windows are large units of fixed double glazing which permit a high standard of natural lighting, and a strong 
visual interest in the library activities from the street, especially at night. Finishes : Walls: plastered and 
painted ; floors: lino tiles, and ceramic tiles in the entrances ; ceilings: suspended acoustic tiles with recessed 
tungsten light fittings ; staircases: afrormosia and African walnut handrails ; window frames: afrormosia ; 
bookcases: walnut and cellulosed blockboard. A plenum system of ventilation is installed with the trunking 
housed into the bookcase units. Heating is underfloor electric, supplemented by electric heaters in the plenum 
system. The total cost of the scheme, including furnishing and professional fees, was £35,700 of which £20,257 
was provided by way of war damage claim.

AN interesting aspect of the new College of Technology at Luton is the remarkable shortening of 
construction time that has been achieved during Stage 3 of the contract. Collaboration between 
architect, contractor, and Borough Council resulted in a saving of 9 months or proportionately one- 
third of the original contract period. Another contributory factor was the higher productivity of the 
building operatives, which, it is said, rose 60 per cent above the average national figure. 

The site is in the centre of Luton, and contained a small incomplete technical college, a secondary 
school, chapel, public house and shops. The extensive demolition work necessitated a phased contract. 
The first two stages consisted of two four-storey blocks (A and C). A two-storey block (B) facing 
Park-street, single-storey workshops and a four-storey administration block (D) were planned to link up 
to third stage. These two stages were completed early in 1957 and house the Science and Engineering 
Departments and part of the Building Department (constructed by Y. J. Lovell) 

The third and final stage comprises a five-storey block (E, F and G) along the Church-street frontage ; 
the addition of a penthouse for the Art Department on block A ; workshops for the Building Depart- 
ment and completion of the external works. The five-storey block contains the assembly hall, two 
gymnasia, refectory and kitchen, and teaching accommodation for the Departments of Commerce 
and Housecraft. 





Detailed planning and design of 
Stage 3 started at the end of 1955 and 
the demolition of existing buildings 
commenced early in 1957. Due to 
the order in which the existing 
buildings could be demolished and 
to allow for the transfer of depart- 
ments from existing to new accom- 
modation the original programme 
for the Stage 3 contract was further 
subdivided into stages with eventual 
completion scheduled for May, 1961. 

Subsequently the Borough Council 
found it possible to advance the 
demolition programme and make 
more of the site available at the 
beginning of the contract. The 
revised programme was then : 

October, 1957—-December, 1959 : 
Blocks E, F and G. 

January—September, 1958 : Pent- 
house. 

January—April, 1960: Demolish 
existing School and Technical 
College. 

April, 1960—March, 1961 : Work- 
shops and external works. 

Robert Marriott, Ltd., when 
appointed contractor, proposed a 
further shortening of the programme 
and, in fact, completed the penthouse 
by July, 1958, and Blocks E, F and G 
by the end of April, 1959. By 
curtailing the canteen facilities in the 
existing college buildings it was 
possible to demolish the old build- 
ings at the beginning of 1959, and 
Robert Marriott were thus able to 
commence the workshops in May, 
last. They have guaranteed com- 
pletion of the workshops and the

Ceilings are insulation board, vee-jointed 
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external works by the end of 1959 
providing the demolition of the old 
secondary school proceeds satisfac- 
torily. 

The penthouse is constructed of 
uncased steel portal frames for 
which holding-down pockets had 
been left under the finish of the 
Block A roof. Aluminium decking 
spans between the steelwork and 
inclined windows form the side 
cladding. ‘Bellrock’ partitions were 
used to reduce weight and to mini- 
mise wet work over the occupied 
building. 

The eastern half of Blocks E, F 
and G required a reinforced concrete 
cellular raft foundation because of 
an area of soft chalk subsoil. The 
r.c. frame is left exposed externally, 
and cement painted. Floors and 
roof are of ‘ Truscon’ in situ ribbed 
construction. Spandrel panels on 
the north and south elevations are 
of pre-cast concrete with Derbyshire 
spar, or flint aggregates. Brickwork 
is in Leicestershire grey rustics and 
Surrey clamp stocks. Side walls

BIRMINGHAM 
REDEVELOPMENT 


The Smallbrook-street, 
Rotunda and 
Bull Ring Schentes

HREE large-scale projects for the 

redevelopment of the central area of 
Birmingham haye been approved by the 
City Corporation. These will be carried 
out by a property group already associated 
with other developments in the same area 
such as the Ringway Centre. 

The largest of these schemes consists of 
three principal buildings on sites adjacent 
to the inner ring road and linked, by a series 
of shops, through subways, and the open-air 
market. On the island site (3) bounded by 
New-street, Worcester-street and High- 
street, the Rotunda, a 12-storey building, is 
planned, consisting of three floors of shops 
at different levels—the subway, the inner 
ring road and New-street—surmounted by 
a circular tower containing a restaurant 
with eight floors of offices above. The 
irregular shaped roof space surrounding the 
tower restaurant will be open to the public 
as a viewing platform, and there will also be 
a roof terrace from both of which the 
Bull Ring, St. Martin’s Church and the 
southern approaches to the city can be seen. 
There will be access by means of ramps to 
the open-air market in the centre of the 
inner ring road and, by means of a passage- 
way lined with shops and showcases, to the 
lower level development. This will consist 
of an office block or hotel fronting the Bull 
Ring with an adjoining ‘ open-shelf’ car

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park of four storeys facing St. Martin’s Church. 


The car park, which will accommodate 500 cars, will also 
contain a service station, and a series of ramps will enable 
the garage to work on the ‘ drive-in ’ principle, so that the 
maximum charge is estimated at 4s. a day. 


The Smallbrook-street scheme includes a theatre on an 
island site on the inner ring road. The lower part of the 
building will consist of twelve shops and a large store on 
two levels, having access by means of a ramp to a pedestrian 
subway. The area covered by the base of the building will 
be more or less rectangular, having a frontage of 200 ft. to 
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Smallbrook-street and a depth of 150 ft. along Hurst-street 
to Hinkley-Street. Above this, the theatre, which may be 
designed to seat 1,000 or 2,000 people, will form the 
‘kernel’ of a building containing bars, foyers, a lounge 
and a restaurant, enclosed in fully glazed walls set back 
20 ft. from the front and sides of the building, behind a 
paved promenade laid out with flower beds, shrubs and an 
ornamental pond. This space, like that on the Rotunda 
building, will be open to the public and accessible by means 
of stairways at its four corners. A subsidiary theatre 
entrance in Smallbrook-street will lead directly to the car 
park underneath the new road.

ART IN INDUSTRY 


A Collection of Paintings by 


Terence Cuneo 


ONSTRUCTION sites have always 
been fascinating to watch and 
provide many hours of interest and some- 
times excitement. In recent years some of 
the more enterprising building contrac- 
tors have provided public observation 
platforms so that interested spectators 
may watch in comparative comfort and 
safety. 

From the point of view of the artist 
however, a building site may ngt suggest a 
particularly inspiring subject. Mr. Terence 
Cuneo has shown that this is certainly not 
so and that a building operation can 
indeed provide material worthy of any 
artist's endeavours. Commissioned by 
Messrs. John Laing and Son Limited to 
paint a series of building and civil engin- 
eering subjects for which they were 
responsible as the general contractors, 
Mr. Cuneo has produced dramatic and 
technically accurate paintings covering a 
wide field in engineering and the indus- 
trial scene. These paintings were arranged 
as an exhibition, held recently at the 
Ceylon Tea Centre in Lower Regent- 
street, London, WI, entitled ‘Art in 
Industry.” 

A striking feature of Mr. Cuneo’s work 
is his fastidious attention to detail. Indulg- 
ing his desire to saturate himself in the 
atmosphere of what is going on and how 
it works, he has sat for hours on a plank 
down the dripping, frog-infested shaft of 
a gold mine in Africa, made colour 
sketches from a motor launch in the 
drizzling rain, crawled round the rim of a 
300 ft. chimney under construction, and 
worked from a helicopter. 

The paintings themselves depict the 
construction of large scale projects both 
in the United Kingdom and overseas. One

of the most dramatic is the * Shaft Collar 
during construction at a gold mine in the 
Orange Free State ’ showing Basuto lash- 
ing boys shovelling rock and rubble ; an 
intensely vigorous picture with movement 
and relevant detail on every inch of the 
canvas. The splendid * View of the 
London-Yorkshire Motorway (Southern 
Section)’ seen from a helicopter, will 
serve aS a permanent reminder of the 
immensity of this project. The painting 
of the Spelga Dam, in the Mountains of 
Mourne, Northern Ireland, shows the 
intense activity such a scheme involves. 
It is full of detail so accurately portrayed 
that one is almost present at the scene of 
operations.

Atmosphere is the keynote of Mr. 
Cuneo’s success in this collection. The 
layman is impressed because the workmen 
look like builders and the sites are authen- 
tic, with builders’ ‘ litter * scattered every- 
where. The technical man is impressed by 
the almost photographic accuracy of the 
constructional detail, builders’ plant, and 
the orientation of materials. Adventure 
and excitement are also present and per- 
haps the little mouse, who turns up in 
most of the paintings, symbolises Mr. 
Cuneo’s own intrepid spirit. 

The historic value of these paintings 
cannot be denied since they portray 
stages in construction of major projects 
that will never recur. 
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A PLAN for the CAPITAL REGION of BRITISH COLUMBIA

HE rapid and sporadic development 

of Canada’s larger towns during the 
long period when little or no planning 
control was exercised has brought in its 
train a host of formidable problems. In 
the absence of proper building by-laws 
and carefully drawn enactments for con- 
trolling the use of land, it was inevitable 
that many of the older central areas of 
towns would become ‘ blighted,’ and that 
there would be much unplanned ‘ sprawl’ 
development in the outlying areas of most 
Canadian towns. Today, these abuses 
and evils call for the immediate exercise 
of statutory powers of control based on 
wise economic principles. 

Recognising the gravity of the situation, 
the Provincial Government of British 
Columbia in 1951 established the Capital 
Region Planning Board of British Colum- 
bia. The planning area of this Capital 
Region comprises the Vancouver Island 
municipalities of Victoria, Saanich, Oak 
Bay, Esquimalt, Central Saanich, and 
Sidney, and the regulated areas of View 
Royal and North Saanich. The Region 
is well defined as a peninsula constituting 
88 sq. miles in the southern portion of 
Vancouver Island, which is situated at no 
great distance from the mainlands of 
British Columbia and Washington State. 


Apart from the western rocky moun- 
tainous area, the principal physical char- 
acteristic of the region is that of a coastal 
plain broken by a number of topographi- 
cal features—hills, valleys, ridges, lakes, 
and some low-lying areas subject to flood- 
ing. The coastline is irregular, and the 
off-shore islands and snow-capped moun- 
tains on the opposite shore of the Strait

of Juan de Fuca enhance the 
beauty of the Region. 

The Region possesses a cool Mediter- 
ranean climate marked by small annual 
temperature variations, a mild winter, low 
precipitation, and a yearly average of 
2,200 hours of sunshine. Its history began 
in 1843 when the Hudson’s Bay Company 
established Fort Victoria, and the new 
township of Victoria gradually became 
the commercial and industrial centre of 
the province of British Columbia. With 
the completion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway this position was lost to Van- 
couver on the mainland, and this latter 
city has since absorbed most of the cen- 
tralised industrial and commercial growth 
resulting from the development of the 
natural resources of the province. How- 


whole 


‘ever, the City of Victoria has remained 


the provincial capital. 

At the present time the most important 
economic activity in the Region is federal 
and provincial government service, which 
provides 28 per cent of all employment. 
Next in importance is manufacturing, 
which is concentrated in shipbuilding, de- 
fence contracts, and wood products in- 
dustries. Other activities include agricul- 
ture, logging and fishing. The great 
physical attractiveness of Vancouver 
Isiand acts as a magnet to thousands of 
tourists who visit the region each year 
during the summer months and also to 
retired persons who come from other 
parts of Canada (and from the UK) to 
settle amid congenial surroundings. 

After making exhaustive surveys and 
studies, the Planning Board recently com- 
pleted a master plan for the Capital

Region and also a comprehensive report 
entitled ‘ Population Forecast and Land 
Use Requirements.’ This master plan and 
report have been submitted by the Board 
for the approval of the Minister of Muni- 
cipal Affairs, Province of British Colum- 
bia, and the various municipalities con- 
cerned. 

It is stated in the plan that the popula- 
tion of the region will probably rise from 
the figure of nearly 140,000 in 1956 to 
about 195,000 in 1976. This increase in 
population will call for the provision of 
some 16,900 new dwelling units occupy- 
ing 5 sq. miles of residential land in the 
Region. Motor vehicle ownership will 
increase by 30,000, necessitating the im- 
provement and extension of the road 
system to accommodate the increased 
volume of traffic. Rapid urbanisation 
of the present fringe areas will create 
an urgent need for expanding the regional 
park system by land acquisition on a 
large scale. Sites will also be needed for 
the provision of an additional 435 class- 
rooms in elementary and high schools 
and for the expansion of university faci- 
lities. 

As regards the growth of commerce and 
industry, it is estimated that by 1976 at 
least Im. sq. ft. of building will be added 
to the central business district, while out- 
lying commercial centres will expand by 
75 acres. Industry will occupy an addi- 
tional 80-90 acres of land for the pur- 
poses of manufacture, distribution and 
transportation. New federal, provincial 
and municipal offices will have to be sited 
on suitable land, while community needs 
will call for a wide range of new institu- 
tional buildings, hospitals and public 
libraries, 

It is intended that the plan should, 
upon its adoption, become a statement 
of policy by the provincial and municipal 
governments indicating how the region's 
manifold needs can be satisfied most con- 
veniently and economically in the 
interests of the whole community. The 
prime object is to create a satisfactory 
environment for the Capital Region of 
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British Columbia. To implement the 
plan the provincial and municipal govern- 
ments will require to guide the growth 
of the region by their land acquisition 
and public works programmes and by 
their zoning, subdivision, and building 
regulations. It is stressed that good build- 
ing land in the region is not an unlimited 
commodity but a _ relatively scarce 
natural resource. 

Aa essential feature of the plan is the 
comprehensive arrangement of land uses 
covering the rural areas of the region, 
future residential, commercial, and indus- 
trial developments, schools, parks, and 
government and institutional buildings. 
Each land use has been carefully planned 
for the region’s functional requirements 
and has been scheduled in relation to the 
other land uses, the distribution of popu- 
lation, the topography of the region, and 
the pattern of main roads. A new net- 
work of roads te ensure efficient com- 
munications throughout the region has 
been designed. 

The plan contains a considerable 
number of plans, diagrams, illustrations, 
and tables which have been most care- 
fully prepared after surveys and research 
involving several years of unremitting 
toil on the part of Mr. Brahm Wiesman, 
the Planning Board’s able director, and 
his technical assistants. One remarkable 
plan shows the situation already created

Building and the Queen’s Speech 


| announcing their programme for 
the new session of Parliament, which 
began on Tuesday, the Government 
stated that new house-building would be 
maintained at a high level and that the 
slum clearance campaign would continue. 
The Queen’s speech, read in the House 
of Lords by the Lord Chancellor, Vis- 
count Kilmuir, stated that the Govern- 
ment would strive to maintain full 
employment together with steady prices, 
a favourable balance of payments and 
a continuing improvement in standards 
of living based on increasing production 
and a rising rate of investment. Urgent 
attention would be given to the problem 
of those areas in which there was need to 
provide further opportunities for employ- 
ment, and a Ball would be introduced to 
replace the Distribution of Industry 
Acts. 


In order to develop a sound system of 
communications throughout the country, 
the Government would press forward 
with their policy of building new high- 
ways and improving existing roads. They 
would encourage further modernisation 
of the railways. It was also announced 
that the Government would press for- 
ward with their plans to improve school 
buildings, that proposals would be made 
for reorganising and improving Covent 
Garden market, that a Bill would be 
introduced to strengthen the present law 
relating to building societies, and that 
there would be legislation to permit the 
payment of wages through a bank to any 
employee who so requested. 


in the region by the erection of many 
hundreds of dwellings on scattered small 
lots—a type of development commonly 
designated nowadays by the ugly but ex- 
pressive word ‘sprawl ’—on the fringes 
of the metropolitan area. This particular 
plan and the chapter underlining the 
serious consequences of ‘sprawl’ con- 
stitute a timely warning that in planning 
‘it is always later than you think.’ 


In accordance with the procedure laid 
down in Section 720 of the Municipal 
Act, the plan will come into force upon 
adoption by two-thirds of the member 
municipalities and the  Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia in Council. 
Subsequently, the municipalities will not 
be able to do anything contrary to the 
plan without first securing its necessary 
amendment. 


No doubt there will be some resistance 
by vested interests to the plan’s far- 
reaching proposals. Speculators in real 
estate and jerry builders are always most 
reluctant to accept any sort of control 
over their selfish activities. Nevertheless, 
all citizens of good will should surely 
acclaim the general concepts of this 
admirable plan and its main provisions 
which, if carried out, can hardly fail to 
ensure the rational and orderly develop- 
ment of one of the most beautiful regions 
in the great Dominion of Canada.

Fewer New Buildings 


THE SIXTH INQUIRY made by the FBI 
showed continuing expansion over a wide 
front which is expected to continue, but 
which has not yet led to a corresponding 
expansion in the plans for capital invest- 
ment. 

The point has not yet been reached at 
which there is widespread planning of new 
capacity. The trends differ between build- 
ings on the one hand and plant and 
machinery on the other. For the latter 
the downward trend was checked last 
June (when higher and lower expectations 
were balanced) and the present inquiry 
shows another of the changes to an 
upward trend which is its most interesting 
feature. This is not the case for new 
building—the downward trend, which was 
lessening in intensity up to June, shows no 
significant improvement this time.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of October 29, 1859 
SOUTHEND (EssEx).—The foundation- 
stone of a new town was laid at 
Southend, on the 3rd instant, by Mr. 
D. R. Scratton, the lord of the manor, in 
the presence of a large number of the 
inhabitants and visitors. It was with the 
view of meeting a great want of accom- 
modation on the part of visitors and 
intending residents, and increasing the 
traffic on the Tilbury line, that Sir S. M. 
Peto and Messrs. Brassey and Betts 
determined some time ago to erect here 
an entirely new town. The site comprises 
about forty acres on the heights or 
cliffs, 70 feet above the sea, to the east 
of the pier, and immediately facing 
Sheerness. It is proposed to erect here 
about 300 houses of simple design, con- 
sisting of plain brick, with white Suffolk 
brick dressings or ornamentations. The 
houses will consist of four distinct classes, 
suitable for all ranks.

Eee timber, principally western red cedar, is playing a 

key part in new housing developments at Thetford in Norfolk. 
The scheme, an exercise in co-operation between the LCC and the 
Thetford and Norfolk local authorities, has been designed to 
increase the population of this quiet country town (the ancient 
capital of East Anglia) by 1,500 London families. 

The form of construction chosen, load bearing brick cross 
walls and factory-built curtain walls of cedar, was worked out by 
LCC architects to provide good standard housing at low cost and 
also to expedite erection stage by stage. Curtain walls for front 
and rear elevations of each house are made up of three types of 
standard panel, 8 ft. 6 in. in width and extending from found- 
ations to eaves. By making up the prefabricated sections to the 
full height of two storeys instead of employing wider, single 
storey panels, erection procedure has been simplified. There is

no need for the lifting tackle indispensable in placing second 
storey panels on the top plates of lower storey frames. 

The long vertical panels, all a convenient size for lorry trans- 
port, can be raised by hand and, once in position, are braced 
temporarily while the brick walls are built. The two-storey 
timber frames perform the incidental function of jigs for the 
brickwork. Cedar was specified because it was essential that the 
frames should be light, and also because window frames, to be 
left unpainted, were designed as an integral part of the wall 
structure. All frames are accurately moulded and bolted together; 
externally the panels are either tile hung or clad with western red 
cedar boards. Both operations are of course carried out on the 
building site.

Broadcast’s Welcome Improvement 


A representative panel of listeners was invited by us to listen to and report 
on the first broadcast in the weekly series (Network Three, Tuesdays, 7 p.m.)

way, we asked the same panel to comment on the fourth edition, broadcast on 
October 20; its comments, printed below, show that many of the early faults 
of audience-selection, content and tempo have been remedied. We shall expect 
this improvement to be maintained and hope that ‘ Building Matters’ may 
become a television feature in the New Year.—Epiror. 


‘ Quality of Liveliness ? 

1 THOUGHT last week’s programme the 
best of the three I have listened to, 
mainly because of the lively discussion on 
the ‘ All-in Service’ between H. F. R. 
Catherwood, a contractor, and G. Gren- 
fell Baines, ARIBA, under the abie chair- 
manship of Frank Byers. This feature 
occupied about half the programme (four- 
teen minutes, to be exact), and I felt it 
could have gone on longer with advan- 
tage. Points for and against were well 
made, but it was a pity that the dis- 
cussion ended so inconclusively owing to 
the architect's inability to accept the con- 
tractor’s claims as to the savings in time 
and cost achieved by ‘ All-in.’ I should 
have liked more information about the 
progress of the service. Catherwood said 
that it is being worked by the larger con- 
tractors to about 30 per cent of their 
capacity, but he did not give the number 
of firms involved. If the proportion is a 
high one, then ‘ All-in’ is a much more 
serious threat to orthodox methods than 
is generally supposed. The facts, if they 
are available, would make an interesting 
news item for some future programme. 

As to the rest of this session, E. G. 
Dean contrived to give a useful sketch of 
the work of the BSI in seven minutes, and 
D. Bishop to suggest the versatility of 
polythene film or sheets in three. The 
subject of accidents was allotted one 
minute. If it is impossible to do more 
than this it were better omitted. I was 
glad that William Bryant was given more 
time (or so it seemed) for News of the 
Week (four minutes), into which he man- 
aged to squeeze eight items of interest. 
Charles Crichton compéred with his 
customary ease and efficiency. 

I am not sure that the programme has 
yet got the right balance or achieved its 
full potential of interest, but this instal- 
ment had a welcome quality of liveliness 
owing to the use of the discussion tech- 
nique in its main feature.

‘ Technical Appeal’ 


THIS FOURYH BROADCAST in the series 
was the first to make its appeal wholly to 
the technical side with nothing given 
away to the amateur. For the first time 
we had controversy, a lively discussion 
in which the opposing points of view were 
capably handled by G. Grenfell Baines 
and H. F. R. Catherwood, with, I thought, 
the advantage on points going at the 
finish to Catherwood and the All-in Ser- 


vice. It was a good‘ get you talking’ 
approach, which could indeed have been 
developed a little further here. The 
finish was rather abrupt and the feuilleton 
which followed struck me as somewhat 
anti-climactical (the voice of Charles 
Crichton being rather similar to Cather- 
wood’s) and I wondered whether we were 
still carrying on the All-in subject when 
‘Buried Alive’ was introduced. (Was it, 
I wondered, a sly commentary on the 


,destiny facing the private architectural 


practitioner?—but no, it was purely 
accidental!) Which reminds me that the 
most entertaining building item this week 
was not in * Building Matters’ at all; it 
was in ‘Monday Night at Home’—a 
recording of the late Gerard Hoffnung 
putting over his inimitably droll render- 
ing, in the victim’s own words, of the 
accident that befell the bricklayer with 
the jenny wheel. When the time comes 
for a light interlude to be introduced into 
‘ Building Matters’ I do recommend this 
to the Producer.

‘ Polished and Absorbing’ 


THIS BROADCAST was a quite polished 
performance and full of interest. When, 
in my criticism of the first broadcast I 
expressed the view that a good start had 
been made, I did not expect that the pro- 
gramme would so soon become as absorb- 
ing as it has. 

Initially, of course, there was a good 
deal of misunderstanding as to who would 
be attracted to the broadcasts and I 
therefore thought it appropriate of 
Charles Crichton to say at the outset of 
the fourth broadcast that it was a pro- 
gramme for ‘everyone interested in 
building.” E. G. Dean gave a most helpful 
explanation of the British Standards Insti- 
tution and, in that he stressed the fact that 
the job of the Institution was one of co- 
ordination, has done the service much 
good. D. Bishop from BRS was most 
informative on the increasing number of 
uses of polythene, and no doubt builder 
listeners especially benefited from his 
contribution. 

The * piéce de résistance,’ to quote Mr. 
Crichton, was the discussion on the all-in 
service chaired by Frank Byers in such 
a way as brought out most useful con- 
tributions from H. F. R. Catherwood and 
George Grenfell Baines; honours here 
seemed to be about even, but it was a 
revelation surely to most listeners to learn 
that some thirty per cent of the turnover 
of the larger contractors is by the process 
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of the all-in service; add this to the 
‘spec ’ house building, without the use of 
architects, and it seems that even more 
thinking will become necessary by the 
RIBA in finding ways of educating the 
public on how to use the services of the 
architect, and for the profession to match 
the efficiency of the more progressive 
work study-minded builders. 

The ‘Safety Spot’ in the programme 
seems to have achieved the intention of 
reminding everyone of their responsibili- 
ties in avoiding accidents, and gains in 
pungency through brevity. Bill Bryant's 
news contribution is fulfilling expecta- 
tions, and is much looked forward to. 

The programme has now become so 
expert in its presentation that it is very 
much easier to listen to than on the first 
occasion and, if there is any criticism at 
all in the presentation, it would be that 
there is still too little spacing between the 
items, and it seems that one has hardly 
absorbed the last few words of a speaker 
before listening to the next item, and the 
programme would benefit by a little in- 
vestigation into this aspect.

* More About the Operatives’ 


AS THE WEEKLY HALF HOUR gets into 
its swing we can appreciate its usefulness 
and reflect on the way it is developing. 
Has the producer decided for whom the 
main appeal of this programme shall be, 
the layman or those concerned with the 
industry? It is a difficult question, and 
I cannot believe that it could be & good 
thing to divide the programme items into 
two parts, for this would provide mixed 
reaction if the talks were too highly tech- 
nical or over simple. 


There was a general appeal in the talk 
on British Standards and likewise the dis- 
cussion on the ‘ All-in Service’ was a very 
pertinent subject which is the concern of 
not only those who direct building opera- 
tions, but also the client whose interests 
on October 20 were represented by Mr. 
Frank Byers im the chair. 

Fundamentals of the design of build- 
ings and of contracting in building have 
repercussions On everyone engaged in the 
industry, but we must hope that future 
programmes will bring some of the items 
on to the level of the craftsmen, bringing 
out some worthy achievements of the finer 
elements of this section of the building 
team and giving them a sense of their 
part and responsibility in the industry. 
Let us hear of modern methods of train- 
ing apprentices, of the work of the tech- 
nical colleges, of the Craft Institutes for 
which many qualify and afterwards join 
to continue their education and keep 
themseives abreast of new developments 
and methods, in just the same way as 
does the professional man. Let not the 
ordinary listener conclude that the 
operative’s only interest is to make wage 
claims (important as this aspect is to 
them), but that there is another side to 
the picture—the interest that many have 
in their job and craft. 

The client may then be more likely to 
appreciate the difference between the 
cheap, shoddy product and that which is 
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expertly constructed but initially more 
costly.

THE 40-HOUR WEEK 


‘ Time Not Yet Opportune in 
Building Industry’ 

SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the 
Birmingham Association of Building Trades 
Employers on October 23, Mr. P. E. TRENCH, 
director of the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, said that there was no 
prospect of the 1,250,000 building workers 
gaining a 40-hour week either this year or 
next year. The 40-hour week was inevitable 
sooner or later, but the time was not yet 
opportune in the building industry. 

At present building operatives in half of 
the country were on a 464-hour week, but 
next October these would join operatives 
elsewhere in a 44-hour week. However, the 
actual working hours in the industry were 
still 48 hours or more.

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AMERICAN EMBASSY IN 
NORWAY 
Unusual Structure on a 
Triangular Site 

L ages new American Embassy building in 

Oslo, designed by the eminent architect, 
Mr. Eero Saarinen in association with 
Norwegian architects, Mr. J. Engh and Mr. 
H. Kiaer, incorporates several unusual 
features both in structure and design. The 
building has been designed to fill a triangular 
site bounded on two sides by roadways and 
on the third by existing development. It 
consists of four storeys and a basement. 

The building was designed so that the 
external walls actually act as structural 
members and help support the weight of the 
building. There is a central courtyard (four 
storeys high) which fits neatly into the tri- 
angular form of the outside walls. This 
courtyard is covered by a suspended ceiling 
constructed in three dimensional triangular 
designs. The lighting from the ceiling is a 
combination of natural and artificial : light. 
[wo of the court walls are constructed in 
a brick-grill pattern covered by white adobe 
paint and two are formed by vertical teak 
wood ribs extending from the second to the 
fourth floors. Both the floor of the court, 
which contains a small square pool, and 
the main entrance lobby are made of traver- 
tine. The wall facings in the main entrance 
and around the halls are made of stucco 
marble. 

A battery of five Flygt twin pumps have 
been installed for the hot water circulation. 
The whole heating system is controlled from 
thermostats placed in the exterior walls. On 
the wall shaded by existing buildings, two 
thermostats have been placed in order to 
obtain medium temperature. A Flygt sub- 
soil water pump has also been fitted. 

The building contains the office of the 
Ambassador ; the Counsellor of Embassy ; 
the political, economic, consular and admini- 
strative sections ; the Army, Navy and Air 
Force Attachés, and the US Information 
Service, There is a cafeteria to seat eighty 
and a garage for twenty-two cars; both 
situated in the basement. Heating coils are 
encased in the concrete ramp to prevent the 
formation of ice along the garage entrance. 
Limited outdoor parking space for employees 
is provided on two sides of the building. 

The construction costs were in the region 
of $1.3m. and the whole project, started in 
February, 1957 was completed early in June 
of this year.

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BASIC PROBLEMS OF HOUSING 


By A. R. Kerrell-Vaughan, DPA(Oxon), HonATPI, HonFIAAS, FIHsg 


The following paper by Mr. Kerrell- 
Vaughan, on ‘Basic Problems of Hous- 
ing,’ was presented at the annual regional 
conferences of the National Housing and 
Town Planning Council, Inc., held last 
summer at Bridlington, Bournemouth, 
Liverpool and Berwick-on-Tweed. 


(CONSIDERABLE progress has been 
made since 1945 in the attack on the 
housing problem. The building of 
*3,115,660 new dwellings in Great Britain 
is no mean feat, it compares favourably 
with the record of any other country, so 
let it be clear that no criticism is here 
made of what has been done. The pur- 
pose is to show that progress must be 
maintained; furthermore, be accelerated 
to size up to the difficult present situation, 
and to face the considerable problems of 
the future. The housing problem affects 
a minority—perhaps three million people 
of the 50 millions of the United Kingdom. 
In the broad conception of the implica- 
tions of good housing and the evils of 
bad housing it is to the clear advantage 
of everybody that the last should be 
eradicated, i.e. rooted out. 


The majority, the satisfactorily housed, 
are not adequately informed, and lack of 
social consciousness is the chief deterrent 
to a thorough-going housing programme. 
Pride is reflected in the announcement of 
the national achievement in this field; 
does the man-in-the-street conclude (a) 
that the housing problem is solved, or 
(b) that everything that can be done is 
being done? Housing, and that part 
which is concerned with the elimination 
of bad housing, concerns the public purse, 
is an expensive operation; but a vital 
necessity which cannot be supplied by 
half measures. Courage to re-state some 
of the facts is necessary to project a fresh 
perspective: new light on an old subject, 
to re-light the reformer’s torch. A 
balanced assessment of the present situ- 
ation must convince the fair-minded that 
the housing situation is generally as bad 
now as it has been since records were 
instituted. 

This assertion is not an exaggeration. 
Consider the following statement made 
by Mr. Walter Elliott, Minister of Health, 
on November 25, 1939: ‘ By last year the 
programme had been increased to 403,000 
houses and it now stands at 474,000... 
as a house may be both unfit and over- 
crowded the number of new houses re- 
quired is not obtained by arithmetical 
addition of the two programmes. That 
total may be taken to be about 600,000 
houses, of which 225,000 have already 
been built, leaving about 375,000 to be 
built.’ 

Accordingly, on the last computation 
before World War II upset national aspir- 
ations, the total number of new houses 
needed to replace unfit houses and abate 
overcrowding was officially estimated as 
375,000. (N.B.—A survey of overcrowd- 
ing was made in 1936.) Now compare the 
latest official estimate—which it should be 
especially noted does not measure over- 


crowding—Command Paper 9593, pub- 
lished November, 1955, estimated that 
there were 847,112 unfit houses in England 
and Wales. Taking into account the fact 
that the estimate was incomplete, and 
demolitions effected since 1955, I believe 
the present figure is around 700,000, which 
compares with the 1939 estimate of 
375,000, which it has been noted contained 
requirements for relief of overcrowding. 
Is it not therefore true that the position 
has deteriorated? But this is not a com- 
plete picture, as will become apparent 
when we discuss other aspects. 

Recently I have heard two very appo- 
site comments: Sir Herbert Manzoni 
said: ‘ After all, it is not bricks and mor- 
tar but the people who matter, and a 
Belgian friend expressed the same thought 
in a different way; he said ‘It is not the 
techniques but the sociolegical aspect 
which is more important.’ Again: who 
could not be impressed by the down-to- 
earth comment in the documentary film 
‘Morning in the Streets,’ where as the 
camera looks upon row upon row of 
houses, a man says: ‘ What we want now 
is not so much stately homes as stately 
cottages. And I go further than that. | 
say what we need more than stately cot- 
tages is stately minds. Stately minds, 
that’s one of my favourite phrases! ’ 

In different ways each is saying: ‘ It is 
the Humanities not the Sciences which 
should have priority.’ I do not agree with 
the man in the film that we need more 
‘ stately minds,’ because I believe that the 
statesmen, from Westminster to the local 
council chamber, are frustrated by the 
slavish devotion of economic experts to 
their formule. As an example: Is there 
any practical basis for the funding of 
housing loans on a 60-year repayment 
period? Is it not a fact that some coun- 
tries have a 100-year period?+ Municipal 
houses, maintained properly, as they 
generally are, will be structurally sound 
at the end of a century, and surely amor- 
tisation is assessed on the estimated life 
of the asset. 
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many people concerned in financial policy 
work in an environment remote from the 
real interests of mankind; which calls to 
mind the remark of that famous character 
the late Will Crooks, MP, who said: 
* What use is an Empire on which the sun 
never sets to a man living in a court where 
the sun never shines!’ It is a long time 
since that remark was made, but there 
is still a multitude of people living in sun- 
less soul-destroying streets. 


We are repeatedly exhorted: ‘ Juvenile 
delinquency and a host of other ills eman- 
ate from bad home atmosphere.’ Do we 
really believe it? If we are honestly con- 
vinced that bad housing is a wicked busi- 
ness we must at every opportunity inveigh 
against it. In the subsequent discussion 
we will endeavour to discuss Slums, Over- 
crowding, Obsolescence, General Needs, 
in the fairest possible light, and judge the 
truth of the contention that despite all 
that has been done we are still only pull- 
ing at the fringe, just lifting the edge of 
the curtain, which hides a host of people 
unwarrantably condemned to the limbo 
of ‘ Bad Housing Conditions.’ 


The Primary Problem 


The proposition that ‘the root of the 
housing problem lies in the low-rent pay- 
ing capacity of the working classes ’ is just 
as valid as when it was pronounced in my 
Council’s propaganda many years ago. 
The term ‘ working classes’ has largely 
disappeared from the sociologist’s diction- 
ary, and has been expunged from the 
Housing Code, but the self-evident fact 
remains that Basic Problem No. 1 is the 
inability of people of moderate means to 
afford a rent which will meet the expense 
of a dwelling which accords with accepted 
standards of comfort, convenience, and 
the facilities for happy home life.

t Lewis Mumford in ‘A New Approach to 
Workers’ Housing’ suggests that housing invest- 
ments should not be amortised for many 
generations, possibly 150 to 200 years, pointing 
out that housing that has been built to meet a 
desirable civic and human norm will remain 
handsome and liveable for two or three hundred 
years, like the Place Vendéme, the Crescent at 
Bath, and that in the long run the only cheap 


One is forced to the conclusion that too . housing is good housing.

This unique phenomenon has resulted 
from the insistence on progressive im- 
provements in housing standards. Pre- 
cisely when this condition emerged is diffi- 
cult to pin-point, but it is probably most 
accountable to the Tudor Walters specifi- 
cation which was prepared as a corollary 
to the 1914 post-war slogan *‘ Homes fit 
for heroes to live in.’ Before that time 


the typical by-law terraced cottage was 
normally within the means of the average 


worker. At the turn of the century a 
working-class dwelling cost the equivalent 
of about* two and a half years’ wages of 
a tradesman. A rural council built house 
today costs about £1,650 all-in, which 
amortises at approximately £2 5s. Od. a 
week, which with rates brings the total to 
around £2 15s. Od. a week. 


The average wages of an adult male 
agricultural worker amount to rather less 
than £107, which compared with the fore- 
going means that the cost is now three 
and a quarter years’ wages, and the trend 
shows every possibility of continuing. I 
think this fairly proves that very few 
workers can possibly afford to provide 
themselves with a dwelling out of current 
income. 

Parallel with the increase in structural 
standards the average family usually 
equips itself with higher standard domes- 
tic equipment, most of which as a result 
of an enlightened attitude towards domes- 
tic chores is a ‘ must.’ Why does a house 
cost so much? It is not the constructional 
costs, for wages and materials have risen 
only to the same degree as other items. 
We must accept that the answer is found 
in the specification which reflects’ the 
modern conception of minimum standards 
of habitability and domestic facility. 


The question is therefore posed: To 
meet the increasing demand for new dwell- 
ings in adequate number at a price which 
people can afford to pay must we face 
the possibility of effecting a reduction in 
cost by recourse to reduced standards? 
I judge the answer to be ‘ No,’ although 
we recall that prior to 1939 the size of 
houses was reduced, and since the war we 


have had ‘The People’s House’ and a 
greater provision of smaller dwellings for 
aged and single people, the last being a 
partial attempt to reduce the overall hous- 
ing bill. 

When we consider the immense poten- 
tial housing demand (which will be later 
discussed) the enormity of the task im- 
plicit in the acceptance by the State of its 
responsibilities demands courage of a very 
high order. We recall Article 25 of the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights, 
i.e, ‘ Everyone has the right to a standard 
of living adequate to the health and well- 
being of himself and his family, including 
food, clothing, housing and medical care.’ 
This is very close to the phraseology of 
the main objects of the National Housing 
and Town Planning Council enunciated 
well over half a century ago: 


‘To secure by all possible means the 
abolition of unhealthy and socially un- 
desirable housing conditions throughout 
the United Kingdom. 

‘To urge the adoption nationally and 
locally of a definite and continuous 
policy which will ensure a proper stan- 
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dard of housing accommodation and 
amenity for every family.’ 


To return to the proposition: It has 
long been recognised that the only satis- 
factory available method to bridge the 
gap between income and reasonable rent 
is to make up the difference by subsidisa- 
tion. This has been so long established 
as a principle by every nation in the world 
which assumes responsibility for housing 
its people as to rule out the necessity for 
argument on the ethics of the matter, the 
only real point at issue being who should 
be assisted. To each according to his 
needs. 


The National Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Council has succinctly re-stated its 
views, i.e. ‘ The primary purpose of State 
Rate aided housing for the last 40 years 
has been to provide rented accommoda- 
tion for low-wage earners. This policy is 
now recognised as general principle, even 
though it has been latterly clouded by a 
liberal policy which accepted as the cri- 
terion “ all families in need of accommo- 
dation.” Thus it appears that the housing 
problem can only be solved in _ this 
manner, and success can never be 
achieved by accepting subsidisation at one 
time and denying it at another, hence the 
Council’s adherence to the necessity for 
a definite and continuous policy.’ The 
situation has not radically changed since 
Octavia Hill? wrote: 

‘If the free meal, free education, sub- 
sidised house accommodation attract 
you, will you pause and remember, first, 
that they are by no means free, but cost 
someone, somehow, just as much. The 
question, if you get rid of the word 
“ free’’ which is receptive, clears up a 
little, and becomes, * Is this the best way 
of, first, providing and second, paying 
for these necessities?’ And then, hav- 
ing answered this for yourself, see to it 
that you are wholly singleminded if you 
advocate this sort of subsidy. .. . If,

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indeed, it be pity, genuine kindness and 

sense of justice that moves you, then the 

feeling is so good that in some way I 

believe it will lead you right.’ 

Some subsidisation is of course in 
operation; for slum clearance, for small 
dwellings for aged and single persons, and 
in abnormal circumstances where hous- 
ing involves an unreasonable rate burden 
or very high rents. So far as the last is 
concerned we have not yet heard of a 
claim being successful. The need for 
rented houses is very great; as will be later 
demonstrated, there is small hope for the 
family whose only claim for considera- 
tion is the desire for a place of their own. 
A home of one’s own in my opinion 
means to have your own front door. To 
be regarded statistically as a ‘ household ’ 
to be fitted into a ‘unit of accommoda- 
tion’ is a fundamentally wrong approach 
to the human problem of housing. The 
only solution to Basic Problem No. 1 
would appear to be the renewal of subsidy 
for what is termed ‘ General Needs.’ 


Slum Clearance 


Highly important as this aspect is, I 
have not given prior place to unfit houses 
because positive action is being taken, and 
we are therefore concerned with the rate 
of progress. How true was the comment 
of Sir Gwilym Gibbon (Permanent Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Health) when in 
1921 he said: ‘Weary years must pass 
before there can be extensive demolition 
and rebuilding of slum areas. Are we 
therefore to lie resigned and allow these 
grievous sores to fester in our towns and 
cities?’ In the 38 years which have 
passed the problem has grown and there 
can be no doubt that it is as great, and 
potentially as grave today as it has ever 
been. Besides the dwellings which are 
programmed for demolition there must 
be a great number which are near unfit 
because of wear and tear and natural 
decay: to these we will refer later. 

We address our inquiry therefore to (1) 
up-to-date assessment of the extent of the 
present slums problem, and (2) whether 
adequate progress is being made to over- 
take it in a reasonable space of time. In 
November, 1955, Command Paper 9593 
contained the housing authorities’ esti- 
mates of the situation, briefly summarised 
as:

Replying to a question on March 17, 
1959, in the House of Commons, the 
Minister said: ‘ Thirty-two local authori- 
ties did not submit proposals in time for 
inclusion in Command Paper No. 9593. 
They have since done so, while other 
authorities have subsequently revised their 
estimates. The total number of unfit 
houses proposed for clearance during the 
first five years has worked out at 395,238, 
compared with the original published 
figure of 375,484.’ 

Round about this time my Council 
made direct inquiries, and received infor- 


mation from 523 housing authorities. The 
coverage represented in the inquiry was 
approximately 52 per cent of the popu- 
lation, i.e. :

Applied to the whole of England and 
Wales this substantial sample produces an 
overall increase of 1.5 per cent, and an 
approximate figure of 860,000 against the 
847,112 in the original estimate. As to 
progress, Mr. Brooke stated on the same 
day as above quoted: ‘The returns of 
newly-erected houses made to me by local 
authorities do not distinguish the purposes 
for which they are used. During the 
*three years in question I gave approval 
to payment of the slum clearance subsidy 
in the case of 158,000 houses, but often 
rehousing takes place before claim for 
subsidy.’ 

From this the broad conclusion may be 
reached that some 237,000 houses must 
be dealt with in 1959-60 to strike the five- 
year target. Another yardstick to 
measure the extent of achievement is the 
Government’s aim, which is not based on 
houses, but people; the target being to 
rehouse at the rate of ‘ 200,000 persons a 
year in Great Britain.” 

Whilst it is difficult to assess achieve- 
ment on this basis, as the Return of 1955 
did not contain a census of people to be 
rehoused, the following figures have been 
given, i.e. :

Borderline Cases 


The important point to remember, in 
considering the foregoing, is that the situ- 
ation is not that the slums having been 
counted in 1955 and action determined, 
henceforth there would be no slums. In 
the opinion of some there was already a 
large number of borderline cases which 
should have been brought in to give a 
more realistic picture of the situation. 
The sleazy houses of today are the slums 
of tomorrow, and even were conditions 
so fortuitous that the slums could be 
pulled down immediately a satisfactory 
programme of housing reform would also 
have to cater for old dwellings which, if 
not rehabilitated, would deteriorate into 
slums. Once the rot sets in utter decay is 
not long protracted, furthermore with the 
constant rise in standards the assessment 
of unfitness is all the time being fore- 
shortened. As was aptly put in the 1931 
Housing Report: ‘ There is no finality in 
the pressure of human endeavour towards 
ever-advancing standards of social well- 
being in housing as well as in other neces- 
saries of life.’ 

A timely remedy for decay and obso- 
lescence could be the Housing Repairs Act 


* January 1, 1956, to December 31, 1958. 
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and the provisions for grants for recon- 
ditioning and modernisation; I say ‘ could 
be,’ as the housing authorities’ position 
can be near negative seeing that the 
initiative must generally speaking be taken 
by the owners of the sub-standard pro- 
perty. I am persuaded that slum clear- 
ance, and maintenance and improvement 
schemes should run in double harness, 
with the reins firmly in the hands of the 
housing authorities. Unfortunately in 
many places there is insufficient survey of 
conditions because of the dearth of public 
health and housing inspectors. The main 
responsibility for maintaining and im- 
proving standards of housing has been 
laid firmly on the State/Housing Autho- 
rity partnership, and in all respects it is 
prudent that the national stock of houses 
should be kept in good order. 


Freeing from Control 


Eight months have passed since the 
Rent Act decontrolled 800,000 houses. 
Insufficient income, it was claimed, pre- 
vented many landlords from adequately 
maintaining their property, and the hand 
of the housing authority was often stayed 
from enforcement on this ground. With 
the easing of this difficulty the way is open 
for closer inspection and insistence on 
compliance with the legal standards. 
About six million rented houses are in 
the age group 50 to over 150 years old; 
about 40 per cent of all houses. The pro- 
longation of the useful life of these will 
be a valuable long-term contribution to 
the easing of the general housing 
problem. 

At this time, approximately halfway 
through the first five-year phase, an appre- 
ciable number of districts with small slum 
clearance problems will either have dis- 
posed of the unfit houses comprised in 
the 1955 return or be at an advanced 
stage. The campaign will gradually close 
in on the core which lies in the densely 
populated industrial areas and in the 
heart of the old cities. The speed and 
effectiveness of the attack must necessarily 
slacken as the more complex aspects of 
the slums are reached; it is natural that 
the simplest parts of the task will be com- 
pleted first. About half the slums are in 
London and some half a dozen identi- 
fiable conurbations, e.g. Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Tyneside, etc., 
and progressive slum clearance must 
logically reach the situation where a few 
authorities will still be engaged on a rela- 
tively large task. 

Here I introduce the proposition that 
it is just as vital to, say, Blackpool (num- 
ber of unfit houses 70) that the 12,000 
unfit houses of Salford shall be disposed 
of, and to the rest of the country that the 
present programme shall be finished as 
soon as possible. Without a slum on the 
horizon it is easy to lapse into unconcern, 
to be lulled by claims that the problem, 
if not resolved, is insignificant. Apart 
from claims for financial help, questions 
of decanting population arise, and none 
of these problems should be left entirely 
to financial experts. 


My plea remains, as always, that 
humanitarian principles must predominate 
and we must be prepared to contribute 
more in effort and money to relate our 
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ideals with the practicalities. Where is 
the sense in subscribing to the law (by- 
laws and regulations are part of the law) 
which prescribes that nothing below a 
specified standard will be permitted for 
a new dwelling and at the same time con- 
demning millions of people to remain in 
sub-standard conditions until the Greek 
Kalends? This is not so absurd as it may 
appear, for it is only in the last half a 
century or so that when a house has 
reached the end of its useful life radical 
changes are demanded in the standard of 
the replacement. There was no appre- 
ciable difference between a Queen Anne 
and a Queen Victoria period cottage, but 
now we demand tremendous progress in 
the course of one reign! The financial 
commitments of such policies must be 
met, otherwise they must be reversed and 
nineteenth-century conditions be brought 
back, which at least produced dwellings 
which people could afford and even a 
surplus in some areas! It seems to me 
that the situation in regard to slum clear- 
ance and deteriorating dwellings alone is 
a cogent reason why the production of 
300,000 new dwellings a year should be 
the irreducible minimum. 


Assessing the Need 


The absence of reliable information 
from which to compute estimates of need 
has long been lamented by statisticians. 
Apart from the desirability that this pro- 
fessional want should be supplied the 
ascertainment of facts would banish 
polemics and acrid arguments on this 
vital human need. The lack of positive 
information is therefore a basic problem. 
Various methods have been tried by 
experts who have assayed the task. An 
estimate has been defined as an ‘ intelli- 
gent guess’ and we must agree that this 
is particularly apt. We can only peer 
through what is a very dark glass and 
judge whether the housing problem is 
great—or no problem at all. Let us first 
look at population trends:

From this we conclude that the views 
of the Royal Commission on Population 
~—which has had some influence on out- 
look concerning housing needs—are some- 
what confounded. The Commission re- 
ported in 1949 that ‘the main source of 
the demand for house-building hitherto 
has been the rapid increase in the num- 
ber of families, this particular source is 
now rapidly drying up, and it may dis- 
appear altogether within a relatively short 
period: 

Commenting on the statistics for 1957 
the Registrar General said: ‘ The natural 
increase of population (i.e. the excess of 
births over deaths) was 208,511, the 
largest natural increase since 1949." The 
trend continues; reporting on the figures 
for March quarter of this year the RG 
stated, ‘ More births were registered in the 
quarter than in any other quarter since 
1949." Contrary to expectations that a 
peak would be reached around 1967 and 
that population would tend to decline, it 
is possible that Great Britain will have an 


additional population of 
three and a half millions 
by 1979 and quite likely a 
further two and a half 
millions by the end of the 
century. 

Now I am not so much 
concerned with the future, 
as with the urgent needs of 
the present, but I support 
the view of the President 
of the International Feder- 
ation for Housing and 
Planning, i.e., ** Before 
the end of the century, the 
world’s urban population 
will have about quadrupled 
—which is something most 
of us here will see for our- 
selves. What work this 
will mean, and what work 
for us... first we have to 
build houses, but also at 
the same time churches 
and schools, libraries and 
museums, Offices and 
shops, factories and ware- 
houses, streets and road 
systems, gardens and bath- 
ing resorts. These 
hypotheses as to the people 
and urbanisation of the 
world are already quasi- 
certainties, no one has the right to brush 
them aside, they impose upon us direct 
responsibilities in regard to our children 
—not our grandchildren, but our chil- 
dren.’ 


Even were the estimation of the Royal 
Commission to prove accurate I would 
still urge an increase in the building pro- 
gramme in the laudable endeavour to pro- 
vide everybody with a satisfactory home; 
mark the significant change from 
‘Family’ to ‘Everybody,’ for does not 
current housing policy recognise the right 
of a single person to a place of his own! 
If in the hereafter there should fortunately 
arise the situation where supply exceeds 
demand then surely this simplifies the task 
of eradicating obsolete dwellings, which 
will be a certain problem even in the dim 
and distant future. To equate increased 
population with housing demand is practi- 
cally impossible, but in my opinion it 
most likely explains why, despite consider- 
able house-building operations, house 
waiting lists remain fairly constant. In 
this connection the following information 
is of interest. 


As beforementioned, facts were ob- 
tained from 523 housing authorities; ex- 
cluding London because of the duplica- 
tion factors as between the London 
County Council and the Metropolitan 
Borough Councils; and concerning hous- 
ing waiting lists it was adduced that in 
total they had:

Alongside the demands of the increas- 
ing population—and remember that a few 
years after the ‘bulge’ which looms 
largely in the new schools programme 
there will also be a flush of young married 
couples needing dwelling places—there is 
the important matter of the replacement 
of worn-out and obsolete dwellings. As 
we have said before, the proportion of old 
houses in this country is only exceeded in 
Western Europe by France.

Conjointly therefore with a lively slum 
clearance programme which has to clear 
away the balance of some 700,000 unfit 
houses existing in 1955, and some pro- 
vision for the assumed 500,000 urgent 
‘general need,’ there is special need of 
the policy aimed at stemming deteriora- 
tion, also for the replacement of obsolete 
houses. From a moral standpoint there is 
no justification for delaying the clearing 
away of old houses until they become 
‘ statute slums "—clearly they must be un- 
desirable dwellings long before that stage 
is reached, and provision should be made 
for this redevelopment aspect. So in addi- 
tion to the present shortage of houses for 
people who are in slums and ‘ urgent 
need "—1,200,000—there are the near- 
slums. 

The recent restoration of powers con- 
cerning underground rooms is to be

welcomed. ijt should result in a harden- 
ing of the housing authorities’ policy 
towards an aspect over which they have 
had inadequate control since the war-time 
emergency, and consequently will open up 
an enlarged demand for new housing 
accommodation. There are many thou- 
sands of underground dwellings in Lon- 
don. I was recently told on unimpeach- 
able authority that in one of London’s 
boroughs there are enough people living 
underground to fill up a New Town. I 
will not conjecture what the picture is in 
this respect in the provinces, but suggest 
that in this category there is a great poten- 
tial addition to the bona fide demand for 
better housing. As Herbert Ashworth 
says:* ‘Owing to the somewhat intan- 
gible nature of the problem, estimates of 
housing shortages must at times involve 
the use of somewhat arbitrary assump- 
tions. This being so two perfectly reason- 
able, though differing, estimates of the 
housing shortage at any time might con- 
ceivably be made’; and J. B. Culling- 
worth: + ‘In the last resort therefore the 
conclusion is inescapable that whilst 
better statistics and the collation of more 
data will provide a more accurate picture 
of the existing situation, the assessment of 
need and in particular the practicability 
of its fulfilment is a value judgment at its 
best and a matter of political expediency 
at its worst.’ But in this welter of com- 
putation and confutation no persuasion is 
necessary to convince the knowledgeable 
that the housing situation is like the 
curate’s egg, ‘ good in parts,’ that in some 
fortunate places the problem is ‘ cracked,’ 
but in overall quantity it is as bad as ever. 

Ashworth, again, discussing how many 
homes are needed, points out that it is 
desirable that there should at all times 
be a number of vacant houses to permit of 
movement. He estimates the necessary 
proportion as about 2 per cent of the 
number of occupied houses, which would 
increase the stock of houses by some 
900,000. Incidentally, he judged the 
apparent present total deficiency of dwell- 
ings to be 575,000. 

We cannot produce a reliable estimate 
of the number of new dwellings which are 
required each year, in my opinion one of 
the basic problems; but we can judge 
whether present production, in the light 
of our knowledge of the capacity of the 
industry, is adequate.

This shows that it is possible to produce 
approximately 350,000 houses a year, but 
that the present rate is some 75,000 short. 
In the face of the great shortage is this 
reasonable? 

The economic situation is held to be 
such that the capital investment pro- 
gramme cannot contain such volume of 
expenditure on housing. In this connec- 
tion it is significant that the United King- 
dom, when post-war housing operations 
were at their highest, showed the follow- 
ing — with some other European 
countries, i.e. :

The basic question now at issue is 

whether public financial aid should be 
closely related to financial, and not solely 
to social need. Financial considerations 
have ruled during the last few years, and 
the question once more revolves around 
the proposition whether good housing 
comes next to food and clothing in the 
vital needs of the individual, and of the 
nation. 


Number of New Dwellings Needed 


Faced by the inscrutable elements which 
are contained in the basic problem of the 
assessment of housing needs it is impos- 
sible to decide what should be the annual 
provision of new dwellings, or to set a 
target for conversions of large houses and 
other premises. In the period 1940-50 
computers concerned themselves with esti- 
mating building requirements of new 
houses; in discussing the practical issues 
of today we should have in mind the 
larger proportion of smaller dwellings en- 
visaged for old people and single persons, 
so any estimate will not be so large 
quantitatively in terms of materials as 
earlier ones. To sum up, let us take 
figures previously mentioned, ie

It is of the utmost importance that the 
fullest use should be made of available 
accommodation. As has been said, there 
is great need for an expanded programme 
of conversion of large premises to provide 
an increased number of separate dwelling 
units; the foregoing figure should contain 
not less than 30,000 of these. Past experi- 
ence has shown that the capacity of the 
building industry can contain 300,000 new 
dwellings a year; in the interests of both 
a stabilised industry and a definite and 
continuous policy this should be the irre- 
ducible minimum for at least the next 
decade.

Industry in County Durham 


~,URHAM County Council, in conjunc- 
tion with C.A.S. (Industrial Develop- 
ments) Ltd., have issued a leaflet setting out 
the many advantages for the industrialist of 
settling in County Durham. All inquiries 
that result from the leaflet will be channelled 
to C.A.S., who will agree terms with the in- 
dustrialist and choose the site in collabora- 
tion with Durham County Council. C.AS. 
will then build the factory and lease it to the 
industrialists on their usual terms, The assist- 
ance of C.A.S. will also be offered to other 
firms wishing to rent buildings in the County. 


Building Surveyors’ AGM 

The seventh annual general meeting of the 
Building Surveyors’ Institute -was held on 
October 10, at the Hotel Rubens, Bucking- 
ham Palace-rd., SWI. At the meeting which 
followed the luncheon Mr. A. S. Charlton, 
the retiring President, referred to the new 
examination structure which was proving of 
considerable interest to the industry and the 
surveying profession, and spoke of the liaison 
which was being established with many 
major technical colleges throughout the 
country. He called for a vigorous recruiting 
campaign in all Regions and Areas. The 
President then introduced Mr. J. D. Gilbert 
who had been unanimously elected by the 
Council as President for the ensuing year. 
Mr. Gilbert in his message to members 
stressed the watchword for the coming year 
—activity—for out of activity, both nation- 
ally and in the regions and areas. would

Sales of Plastics Materials 

Statistics of plastics materials, issued by 
the Board of Trade, in the second quarter of 
this year show that not only have sales fully 
recovered from the slackness of last summer, 
but that once again they are expanding very 
strongly. Sales to both home and export 
markets have increased, Net sales of 128,000 
tons in the second quarter of this year com- 
pare with 114,000 tons in the first, and 
100,000 tons in the second quarter of last 
year, 

The biggest expansion in sales once again 
occurred in thermoplastic materials, where 
sales of all types of materials were well 
above previous levels. However, sales of 
polyvinyl chloride and of polyethylene in 
terms of volume accounted for the major 
share of the increase as compared with last 
year; since early 1958 there have been large 
increases in manufacturing capacity for poly 
ethylene. 


‘The Care of Old Buildings’ 


Under this title the * Architectural Press ’ 
has reprinted for the Society for the Protec- 
tion of Ancient Buildings (55 Great Ormond- 
street, London, WC1) a series of articles by 
Mr. Donald W. Insall, ARIBA, who has 
specialised in this class of work and is 
a former SPAB Lethaby Scholar. The sub- 
ject is comprehensively dealt with under two 
main divisions, Administration and Tech- 
niques. The book, which is illustrated, is a 
useful practical guide for architects and 
owners entrusted with the care of old 
buildings.

decorator. This interesting leaflet, which has 
already been sent to Youth Employment 
Officers and schools, is also available for use 
at National and Regional craft exhibitions. 


Clerks of Work Year Book 


This edition of the 1959-60 Year Book of 
the Institute of Clerks of Work of Great 
Britain, now published, has been divided 
into two parts. Part 1 contains complete 
lists of all grades of membership including 
those admitted at the May election. The 
data in the technical section, which com- 
prises Part 2, have been rearranged to con- 
form as near as possible with the accepted 
sequence of trades in building. 


MoW Leaflet 


‘Dampness in Buildings’ is the title of a 
Ministry of Works advisory leaflet (No. 47). 
It provides a ready reference to the symp- 
toms, causes and remedies for dampness, and 
is supplementary to five previously-issued 
advisory leaflets. Its purpose is to assist in 
establishing true cause of dampness when the 
reason is not obvious. The information 
given is tabulated and deals with general 
dampness and with dampness, in particular, 
of walls, ceilings, chimney breasts and floors. 
Comment is made on the problem of con- 
densation, whilst general observation is made 
in connection with the specific remedies of 
damp coursing, external rendering and water 
proofing liquids. Reference is made, also, to 
10 Building Research Station digests, from 
which further information can be obtained.

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MODERN BUILDING AND PRECISE SITE INFORMATION 
Suggestions for Bridging a Gap in Building Education 


By Gordon Temalin 


CHANGE in the pattern of design 

has been taking place throughout the 
past 50 years in the construction field. 
Since World War II the impetus has in- 
creased, and we have plunged headiong 
into forms of design for buildings which 
not only cater for the maximum in pre- 
fabricated parts but have brought build- 
ing into a form akin almost to watch- 
making. 

The trend towards the fabricating of 
parts of structures at the works of sup- 
pliers is increasing. This in turn means 
that there is a greater need for dimen- 
sional information in factual form at the 
time of the placing of a contract, and in 
many instances at tne time of tendering 
which is a point that many seem to forget. 


Since steel first replaced cast iron and 
timber in structures the speed with which 
information has been required has been 
such that many architects, being unable 
to cope with the exactness of measure- 
ment necessary have turned in whichever 
direction help could be obtained. The 
industry in general accepted this situation, 
contractors and prefabricating sub-con- 
tractors assisting in the process. 

To a large extent surveyors moved to 
distant fields, there the better to 
exercise their skill. But with the coming 
of prefabrication all concerned in build- 
ing construction strove to help one 
another, engineers and sub-contractors 
rendering as much aid as possible in the 
search for the precise data necessary for 
the carrying out of architects’ directives. 

Although today we still find some 
architects groping about for help to 
obtain precise site information, fewer 
now desire to use sub-contractor aid, and 
the number of engineers willing to assist 
has become fewer than during the pre-war 
years. 


Voices in the Wilderness 


It cannot be denied that voices have 
often been raised to point out the need for 
training men in the site requirements not 
only of architects but of quantity sur- 
veyors, engineers and those who build. 
Today one observes our technical colleges 
giving courses to students in land survey- 
ing, mathematics and trigonometry, and 
useful this education is. There is, how- 
ever, no direct line of education out of 
which arise men qualified not only in the 
matter of surveys for architects’ needs, 
but experienced in the other fields, 
and in particular the service to the 
industry working on building sites. 


Generally students are offered various 
courses which embrace measuring in one 
way or other, but mostly the methods 
offered are out-dated practices which 
were useful in the conditions prevailing 
before the coming of the prefabrication 
era. 

As an example, it will be difficult to 
find one technical college at which the 
student in surveying and setting-out, etc., 
is informed that construction survey 


works commence at the stage when the 
setting out of the new project is just con- 
sidered. Students mooch about with a 
chain and ranging poles, levels and staves, 
operating on triangulation measuring 
exercises which have long past been dis- 
pensed with in everyday practice. 

They are shown the traverse methods, 
the use of the theodolite and spend a fair 
time goggle-eyed around instruments 
most experienced men today regard 
purely as tools. 

Their survey examples provide for the 
men preparing a site layout a nightmare 
of calculations and mathematical jugg- 
ling, too often resulting in uncertainty 
as to the accuracy of the required dimen- 
sions. A site, or area to be surveyed, is 
seen by them to be just another exercise, 
and rightly they cannot be expected— 
where they are not told otherwise—even 
to commence to plan their work by giv- 
ing proper thought to the consideration 
of others who may not only use their 
survey but may wish to calculate the 
actual size of a new project or building, 
and its position on a site. 


Architects ‘on one leg’ 


Thus, after fifty years of a fast-growing 
prefabrication era, during which we have 
somehow ‘ got by,’ the architectural pro- 
fession is today left standing on one leg 
and with no acknowledged site surveying 
service at its disposal. And from all 
sides come complaints that architects do 
not provide information early enough. 

The truth is that the surveying profes- 
sion as such have neglected a duty which 
unquestionably was theirs, to provide 
men with knowledge and experience in 
the requirements exemplified above. 
Lazy thinking has accepted the idea that 
anyone who can use an instrument can do 
the work. In fact, we could find no 
greater misjudging of the task—no bigger 
mistake could have been made. 

Builders have also been neglected, and 
one observes many contractors purchas- 
ing expensive surveying instruments only 
to find that the men called upon to use 
them economically for setting-out works 
may be excellent surveyors in the forward 
measuring sense, but have little idea of 
setting-out requirements as called for on 
building work—indeed, their knowledge 
in the practical field of construction is 
sometimes negligible. Instead of builders 
finding modern instruments an economy, 
they find that the time now taken on 
setting-out is longer than when surveyors 
used lengthy string lines with suspended 
plumb-bobs, a spirit level and a straight 
edge, and in addition the work is more 
costly. 

Although earlier warnings have not 
been heeded, it is not too late even now 
for our technical colleges to put over a 
better appreciation of proper service by 
surveyors for the professions and the in- 
dustry at large. 

The proof of any man’s ability is the 
manner in which the final exercise takes 
place on the site, and the manner and

speed at which it is possible to set out 
the new work from the data he has pro- 
vided. Surveys of construction sites, 
to prove an economic investment, should 
properly consider the setting-out as well 
as the architects’ planning requirements. 
Ideas for new projects can be superim- 
posed on that which exists but must be 
reversed to show control for the new 
work with the existing features, etc., 
linked to this progressive planning. 

The fact that ur instruments are 
merely tools must be more comprehen- 
sively understood, and the uses to which 
they can be put become more common 
knowledge. 


Educate the Craftsmen 


The future economics of building, to- 
gether with the higher standards provided 
for all who take part in it, demand full 
use in his own sphere of the high-priced 
surveyor. Less of his time should be 
devoted to work which can be carried 
out by leading craftsmen. 


In other words we should look more 
to the experience of the past for guidance. 
The expert surveyor may bring to the site- 
operator’s main control lines control- 
level datums, and so on, but within those 
controls much of the local setting-out 
labour could be delegated to leading 
craftsmen who have been trained in the 
elementary usage of the cheaper forms 
of theodolites and precision levels. 
Admittedly the knowledge required by the 
qualified surveyor on much of his work 
requires a high standard of skill, but the 
teaching of any ordinarily intelligent man 
in setting up and operating an instrument 
through a 90-degree turn, and the reading 
of any form of improvised staff by sight- 
ing through a properly levelled instrument 
is in an altogether more simple field. 


Not only should we train our surveyors 
in the needs of all concerned, the train- 
ing of craftsmen in the manner exempli- 
fied should be regarded as an economic 
investment for the future. One should, 
in fact, be teaching them a modern way 
of setting up the ancient 3-4-5 right-angle 
and transferring their minds from the 
simple spirit level to one which is erected 
on a tripod. A vast amount of local 
setting-out work could be done by such 
men, rapidly and efficiently. 


In conclusion if cur technical educa- 
tion methods do not cater for this kind 
of thing, I venture to suggest that we are 
not making a sensible approach to eco- 
nomic production in building. 


The architect, quantity surveyor, 
engineer, building estimator, and the man 
who sets out work on sites, all need 
factual information and dimensional 
directives in horizontal and vertical form. 
For very many years that requirement has 
been neglected, but there seems no good 
reason why building education should 
continue to neglect this important subject 
in the future. 


The construction work ahead of the 
industry is seen to rely more and more 
on accurate site dimensioning, calling for 
collaboration between all concerned, and 
the elimination of wasteful and out-of- 
date practices. 
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BUILDING IN POLAND: Recent Developments 


(From an article by M. ENG. W. PIROG, Vice-Minister 
Techniczny, 6, 1959)

PHeE years 1957 and 1958 have seen an 
encouraging expansion of building, 
both housing and industrial, in Poland. 
So far as housing is concerned, the 
increasing amount of building being 
undertaken by co-operatives, with state 
aid, is a noteworthy feature. The supply 
of building materials has improved, 
especially in the course of 1958. 

Large-scale industrial building put into 
commission during 1958 included estab- 
lishments at the Warsaw and Nowa Huta 
Steelworks, and at the Oswiecim 
Chemical Works. In the electric power 
industry, new plant built during the year 
had a capacity of 812 mW. 

Current plans envisage the building of 
about 260,000 dwelling rooms in urban 
areas (85,000 of them for occupiers build- 
ing out of their own means). Supplies of 
building materials for rural areas will be 
12 per cent up on 1958. 

These aims, in combination with the 
existing shortage of skilled labour (in 1958 
the average percentage by which the 
building force fell short of the desirable 
level was between 5 and 10 per cent) 
demand increased productivity on site and 
in the factory, and the introduction of 
new techniques and materials. 

The trend towards industrialised build- 
ing methods already in evidence for 
several years was given extra incentive in 
1958 by the setting up of special funds to 
finance prototype and experimental build- 
ing. By this means work started in War- 
saw on four experimental buildings using 
large wall panel elements. In Gdansk 
successful use was made of concrete made 
with brick rubble aggregate—a nine- 
storey block of flats was built in seven 
months. 

It is expected that by 1965 the amount 
of building undertaken will be 75 per 
cent up on the 1958 figure. In this, the 
decisive part will be played by state build- 
ing enterprises, mainly those which come 
under the Ministry of Building. So far as 
housing is concerned, it is planned to 
build at least 2,000,000 dwelling rooms 
between 1961 and 1965 (compared with 
1,200,000 in the 1956-60 period). Ministry 


of Building concerns pro- 
vided 126,000 dwelling 
rooms in 1958, a figure 
which should rise to 
260,000 in 1965. 

This expansion, taken 
with a comparable increase 
in industrial building, 
demands increased  efti- 
ciency, more mechanisa- 
tion, and the introduction 
of new techniques in the 
building industry. An in- 
crease in output per man 
employed of about 45 per 
cent is envisaged for the 
1959-65 period. Technical 
advances _ include the 
extension of the use of 
prefabrication, and of 
sliding shuttering. 

For large housing pro- 
jects, emphasis is placed 
on large prefabricated wall 
elements, with ready-made 
finish. In this connection 
an Industrialised Building 
Enterprise, with its own 
design office, manufactur- 
ing section and equipment 
resources has been estab- 
lished in Warsaw. A similar concern was 
set up in Lédz at the beginning of this 
year. 

The use of transferable shuttering is 
especially indicated in districts where 
there are good supplies of brick rubble 
for aggregate in combination with 
deposits of porous limestone. 


Industrial Methods 


At present some 26 per cent of the 
housing erected by concerns subordinate 
to the Ministry of Building is built by 
industrialised methods to some degree. It 
is planned to extend this to 30 per cent 
this year, and to 67 per cent in 1965 (just 
over half of this amount of building being 
prefabrication using large blocks and 
large wall elements). Prefabricated 
elements today account for 10 per cent 
of the total quantity of concrete and rein-

is used in the facing of these flats 


forced concrete employed in building; the 
proportion should rise this year to 12 per 
cent and to 33 per cent in 1965. 

New building materials have an impor- 
tant part to play in overcoming shortages, 
reducing costs, and speeding up building. 
Special attention is being given to light 
aggregates, light cellular concrete, and 
gypsum. [Initial steps have been taken to 
start the production of synthetic flooring 
materials, and this is scheduled for expan- 
sion. There is a trend towards the maxi- 
mum inclusion of central heating installa- 
tions, plumbing and electrical ducts in 
prefabrication, with considerable experi- 
ment in the use of synthetics for piping, 
etc. The Institute of Building Techniques 
is also experimenting with new types of 
heating, including convectors and wall 
and ceiling heating elements, and from 
this good results are expected.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
XCVII.—Pens 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 


E are all very pen-minded these days 

and everyone from the schoolboy 
upwards carries at least one pen as part 
of his personal equipment. Pens of all 
kinds and sizes project out of pockets 
until you wonder how the owner's waking 
hours are spent to require such an array. 
Pens have undoubtedly been used in 
some form or other through the ages, 
and I am sure someone must have taken

the trouble to record the history of their 
development. I imagine that the reed 
pen was the earliest because it had a 
natural hollow stem which could be cut 
to shape to suit a variety of purposes. | 
once had an assistant who did very 
beautiful lettering. He used to go to the 
river and select his reed to form his own 
instrument which he used with great 
dexterity. The finer variety were cut 
from goose quills, and there was un- 
doubtedly a great art in shaping them, 
and I presume there was a big trade in 
these. We see them in the drawings of 
old masters as part of the still life of a 
picture. 

The next stage when the pen nib was 
made to place in a holder must be a 
comparatively modern development. The 
brass nib was the first to be made with- 
out a slit, but this was soon superseded 
by the nib with a slit and a hole as we 
now know it. The brass nib was very 
sensitive and stood up to hard wear. 

The steel nib was next produced, but 
this was always a horror. I think it must 
have been designed specially for the Post 
Office in the days when people did not 
carry pens of their own, for the notorious 
difficulty of getting it to work—even 
when there was ink in the pot provided 
—has labelled it for ever as the Post 
Office pen. The Banks, too, provided 
pens and these were very little better, the 
only improvement being that ink was 
oftener to be found in the accompanying 
pot, Some of these relics are still around 
in country districts where people do not, 
perhaps, so frequently carry pens of their 
own and where the most modern type 
of perpetually inked nib on chained 
holder has not penetrated, 

The brass and steel nibs are still with 


us, but with the coming of the fountain 
pen the precious metal gold was used for 
nibs, and from this time on, individually 
selected nibs were available to suit all 
types of calligraphy. Pens now became 
much more splendid affairs and came to 
be looked upon as pieces of prestige 
equipment used for presentation offerings 
and the like. 

But there is no end to the story of the 
pen, and the ball point, with its cheaply 
bought refill, has revolutionised the in- 
dustry once more, There was an earlier 
version of this known as the ‘stylo,’ but 
this was not perfected and was never 
popular, 

There has been a rather highbrow 
frowning on ball points, but even that is 
now being overcome by the universal 
popularity of this easy writing instru- 
ment. We are warned that it can spoil 
one’s handwriting, but typewriters have 
done that anyway. The banks have tried 
to discourage us from signing cheques 
with a ball point, for being of a con- 
servative school of thought, they prefer 
the old cross-nibbed form of illegibility; 
whilst schoolmasters have tried to ban it 
from the classroom, but I suspect that 
they also have fought a losing battle, 
since every schoolboy of my acquaint- 
ance has a prize collection of the for- 
bidden instruments. 


It is difficult to imagine what next the 
pen designers have in store for us, but 
no doubt there is more to come, for I 
cannot think that the fascinating story 
will end with a mere ball point. 


THE ARTIST RELATES 
Exhibition at Ceylon Tea Centre 


AN EXHIBITION at the Ceylon Tea 
Centre, Lower Regent-street, which was 
formally opened on October 28 by Sir 
Norman Kipping, chairman of the 
Federation of British Industries, now 
shows for the first time the influence 
exerted on the design of everything 
around us by a group of part-time 
teachers at an LCC School of Art. 


‘The Artist Relates’ is an exhibition 
of the professional work of 40 members 
of the Staff of the Central School of Arts 
and Crafts (Principal: William Johnstone, 
OBE) where designers for industry are 
trained by part-time teachers who pro- 
fessionally practise the subjects which 
they teach. The idea of staffing the 
school in this way came from William 
Lethaby, Mr. Johnstone’s famous pre- 
decessors, in 1896, and has continued as 
a policy of the school ever since. 


The policy has proved itself, for the 
Central School is not only the London 
regional centre for the. most advanced 
instruction in design for industry but has 
gained an international reputation which 
attracts students from all over the world. 


The exhibits include examples and 
photographs of products and graphic 
design—some new and adventurous, 
some old and familiar—from a wide 
variety of fields, including architectural 
murals, furniture, woven and printed tex- 
tiles and many others. The exhibition 
will remain open until November 14. 


BASIC MATERIALS 
Slight Rise in Building Price Index 


ae Basic Materials Index rose by 0.9 
per cent in September, mainly due to a 
rise of 4 per cent in the price of raw rubber 
and increased prices for tungsten and palm 
kernels. The increased prices of rubber and 
copper were reflected in the indices of 
materials and fuel used by the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering indus- 
tries, which rose by 0.1 per cent and 0.2 per 
cent respectively. 

The September wholesale price index 
issued by the Board of Trade for all building 
and civil engineering materials at 1448 
remains unchanged from the figure for the 
previous month. The house-building 
materials index for September at 143.5 also 
remains static (June 30, 1949= 100).

EARLY INDUSTRIAL 
MONUMENTS 
Preserving the Ingenuity of the Past 


HE Rt. Hon. Hugh Molson, MP, speak- 
ing at a luncheon on October 15 at 
the Coalbrookdale Works of Allied Iron- 
founders Ltd., Wellington, Shropshire, to 
mark the 250th anniversary of the company, 
spoke about the preservation of ancient 
monuments. He was then Minister of Works. 
*My presence here to-day, said Mr. 
Molson, ‘is intended to mark a widening 
in the interests of the Ministry of Works. 
It is one of the most fascinating of my duties 
to preserve, or help in the preservation of, 
ancient monuments of all kinds. The Ancient 
Monuments Acts do not say how ancient a 
monument must be to become an ancient 
monument. We are here to celebrate the 
beginning of the second Iron Age in A.D. 
1709 here at Coalbrookdale. That is already 
of interest to economic historians and will 
be one day, if the human race survives, to 
archeologists of a future age. 

*I am most anxious that we should pre- 
serve early monuments of the Industrial 
Revolution. The rapid and complete trans- 
formation of man’s life on this planet, which 
is due to modern machinery, iron, steam and 
coal, originated in these small islands. It 
would be appropriate that industrialists from 
the United States or any of the other indus- 
trialised countries should come to Britain to 
see where and how those men of imagination 
and resource, who made possible our modern 
way of life, built their early factories, sank 
their mines and dug their canals. 

‘I am convinced that future generations 
in Britain will regard us as incredibly short- 
sighted and unintelligent if we do not pre- 
serve at any rate some of the buildings and 
works which were created by the ingenuity 
of the great inventors and industrialists of 
the past. I have already offered £500 to the 
Sheffield Council towards the cost of restor- 
ing and preserving the Abbeydale Works, 
which demonstrate the progress of the iron 
industry over a long period of time. We 
shall have to look to industry to provide 
much of the money needed for preservation 
of this kind.’ 


LAND FOR BUILDING 
St. Albans Builders Forming 


Special Company 


* BUILDERS are conscious of the need for 
green belts and the preservation of amenities, 
but I think it is important to strike a fair 
balance between these important considera- 
tions and the very real need of the community 
for attractive houses at a reasonable price,’ 
said Mr. C. C. Wiacains, president of the 
Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, in proposing the toast of St.

ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
Safety Measures Streamlined 
From a Correspondent 

CCIDENT prevention measures have 

recently been streamlined in a south 
of England factory, employing some 550 
workers, in a somewhat unusual way which 
ether firms may like to try, the National 
lastitute of Industrial Psychology suggests. 
The factory management were not dissatis- 
fied with the accident rate there, but, feeling 
that there was always room for improve- 
ment, asked the Institute to conduct an 
‘attitude survey’ among the employees on 
the question of safety. In an attitude survey, 
the Institute sends skilled investigators who 
invite the workers to say what they think is 
good and bad in their factory and how what 
is wrong might be remedied. Their answers 
are collated and analysed, and recommenda- 
tions are made to the employers for action. 
In most instances where the employers 
respond, marked improvements follow. 


Workers Critical of Safety Rules 


At this factory, the workers were critical 
of some aspects of the safety rules and 
campaigns. They were sceptical about the 
company’s slogan that safety came before 
production, saying that if this were really 
true there would not be incentive bonus 
schemes which encouraged hasty and care- 
less actions. The full-time safety officer was 
said not to have enough authority to deal 
with the needs and problems of particular 
departments. The workers disliked safety 
competitions in which employees’ days off 
through injury counted against the record 
of a department or group. It was felt that 
this might constitute pressure on people to 
return to work before they were fit. and the 
practice of putting such workers on light 
duties was regarded as confirming this. Many 
of the workers thought that safety competi- 
tions were wrong in principle and were not 
fair to all the participants because people in 
different departments were exposed to dif- 
ferent hazards. The investigators also found 
that safety notices and bulletins, and monthly 
managers’ meetings on safety were making 
less impact than was desirable. Some of the 
comments made to them suggested that the 
layout could be changed in places. 

As a result of the survey and a careful 
study of the report that followed it. the firm 
has made many improvements in its safety 
organisation. It has introduced regular 
meetings of management of associated 
departments, provided training in public 
speaking for managers, rationalised safety 
rules and brought them up-to-date in con- 
sultation with the workers, strengthened in- 
duction training on safety, made arrange- 
ments for prompter removal of possible 
hazards and altered its approach to the ques- 
tion of encouraging safe practices. Much 
wasted effort has been spared and both 
workers and management have derived con- 
siderable satisfaction from the survey and 
action taken as a result of it, In_par- 
ticular, it has-given management an insight 
into problems of which they were not fully 
aware in spite of their close attention to 
safety questions.

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PREVENTION OF FALLS 
More Precautionary Measures 
Desirable 


PHE question of whether the number 
of falls in the building industry can 
be reduced was the subject of a talk given 
by Mr. J. A. HAywarD, superintending 
safety officer for John Laing and Son, 
Ltd., at the National Industrial Safety 
Conference and Trade Exhibition, held at 
Scarborough, during the summer. 

Mr. Hayward said that falls in the 
building industry were causing some con- 
cern as long ago as 1858. In that year 
The Builder reported that, according 
to the ‘ Statistics of Guy’s Hospital for 
1856’ the total number of accidents result- 
ing from falis treated at the London hos- 
pitals in one year could hardly be 
estimated at less than 15,000; that a very 
large proportion of the sufferers belonged 
to the working classes; and that the build- 
ing trades furnished a full contingent. 

‘During recent years there have been on 
average 15,000 reportable accidents a year 
in the building industry and, of these, about 
200 have been fatal, Mr. Hayward con- 
tinued. *‘ Although there has been substantial 
improvement in the position in preceding 
years, the figures for 1958 are somewhat 
worse than the average over the past three 
or four years, We shall, of course, have to 
wait for the annual report of HM Chief 
Inspector of Factories before we can sum- 
marise these but, if they follow recent 
trends, we can assume that around 86 per 
cent of all fatal building accidents and 
about 50 per cent of reportable injuries, 
will be the result of falls. 


Learning the Hard Way 

‘Building workers are nomadic in their 
habits and surprisingly few questions are 
asked of a man when he seeks employment. 
If a man doesn’t know his job or is a mis-fit, 
this only comes to light when he starts work 
—then he gets the sack and there appears to 
be no hard feelings on either side in regard 
to this. In fact, it may be said that we learn 
the truth as to the abilities of the operatives 
in the industry, both with regard to their skill 
and ability to work at heights, the hard way. 

‘The casual nature of the work makes it 
very difficult to apply any safety training 
schedules such as are undertaken with new- 
comers into many other industries. Men are 
subject to all the vagaries of the weather. 
When a workman has spent several hours 
on a building site, probably wet, possibly 
cold, and undoubtedly tired, he is not in a 
frame of mind to plan the best and the 
safest way of doing the job. 

‘Whilst falls will undoubtedly continue, it 
is my opinion that they can be greatly 
reduced. In this connection my own com- 
pany’s accident figures show a different 
result from those of the national figures for 
the industry. Of the fatal accidents which 
we have had, less than 25 per cent have been 
a result of falls, and of the total number of 
reportable accidents, some 20 per cent have 
been due to falls compared with the national 
average of about 50 per cent. 

“If management and men will take care to 
carry out the elementary precautions to see 
that the regulations are enforced on sites, 
many falls which are now occurring could 
be prevented.”

1. CONCRETE 


A PLASTIC DISTANCE PIECE for fixing 
reinforcing bars in concrete appears to have 
many advantages over the various bar 
spacers in common use today. They are 
easily fitted (being simply sprung on to the 
reinforcing bars before or after fabrication 
by unskilled labour), can withstand rough 
treatment and are said to carry any possible 
load. In tests for heat transmittance the 
conclusion was reached that their substitu- 
tion for concrete spacers would not affect the 
temperature of the reinforcing bars in case 
of fire—if anything they were slightly 
superior. They are also fifteen times lighter, 
which would not only reduce transport costs 
but also make handling easier. 

A further advantage is that the distance 
piece, being of a non-absorbent, chemically 
resistant material, prevents the passage of 
moisture through the spacer to the reinforce- 
ment so that no spots should appear on the 
surface of the concrete through corrosion 
of the reinforcing bar. The distance pieces, 
known as ALBIT-PK, cover a full range of 
bar sizes to meet all thicknesses of concrete 
cover.

There are no nails, 
bolts or dowels.

£679,400 Schools Plan 
A £679,400 scHOOL building programme for 
Orkney, to be carried through within 
the next six years, has been approved by 
the Orkney Education Committee. The cost 
of projects for next year amounts to £341,000, 
which includes £130,000 for a new primary 
school at Kirkwall, and alterations and exten- 
sions to Kirkwall grammar school to form a 
secondary school, costing £100,000. 


Planning and Cost Control

Unfair Competition 

A CLAIM THAT the building industry was 
suffering increasingly from unfair competi- 
tion was made by Mr. N. M. Brydon, Presi- 
dent of the Scottish Building Contractors’ 
Association at a dinner on October 21. There 
was competition, he said, from Direct Labour 
departments and from the Government ; 
neither had to submit tenders and if they 
exceeded tenders where these were required, 
no one worried. 

They expected competition but objected to 
unfair competition. They asked that Govern- 
ment organisations should submit prices on 
a properly scrutinised tender system and that 
final costs should be analysed by proper 
accounting principles. 

Contractors’ problems would be eased if 





$58 


contracts were awarded as soon as tendered 
for. There was often a delay of months and 
even years before the order was placed ; 
prices rose in the interval. It would also be 
preferable to have builders know precisely 
what was involved ; public authorities should 
give architects and engineers time to produce 
complete drawings before asking for tenders. 

Prof. W. T. Marshall, Regius Professor of 
Civil Engineering at Glasgow University, 
accused the building industry of spending too 
little on research. The average for all indus- 
tries was one per cent. but building spent 
only one fiftieth of one per cent. More 
research was needed especially if British con- 
tractors were to compete against other coun- 
tries in the under-developed countries.
